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THE OPPOSITION GROWING 


MANY LEAGUE DELEGATES 
AVERSE TO EGAN. 
PENNSYLVANIA REPUDIATES THE AD- 
MINISTRATION CANDIDATE—ARRIVAL 

OF THE IRISH DELEGATES, 

CxicaGo, Aug. 17,—The opponents to the 
Sullivan-Egamrule in the Land League may not 
be able to get all their representatives into the 
convention to-morrow,but they will get enoughin 
to make things lively. In fact, the Palmer 
House committee have had a pretty good 
day. Dozens of anti-administration delegates 
have registered at their headquarters, and 
the only State delegation which has taken 
formal action has jumped on the Sullivan-Egan 
people with both feet. This is the Penn- 
Bylvania contingent, which numbers now 
178 members, and which, at its meeting 
this evening, repudiated Maurice Wilhere 
and unanimously agreed to cast its entire vote 
for Hugh McCaffrey, of Philadelphia. Mr. 
McCaffrey is one of the proprietors of 
the Pennsylvania File Works and about 
40 years of age. He is said to 
be a business man of great capacity and 
standing and a devoted adherent of Parnell and 
the peaceful agitation policy. He has been for 
three years President of the Philadelphia 
Municipal.Council of the League, which has sent 
over $50,000 to Parnell, and, according to all ac- 
counts. has himself contributed very liberally to 
this sum. 

The Pennsylvania people are very enthusiastic 
about MeCaifrey. They talk very confidently of 
him as Mr. Egan’s successor. Their action has 
given a greater impetus to the anti-admin- 
istration movement than anything which has 
appeared bere since the delegates began 
to gather. It is the first tangible proof of the 
strength of the opposition, and its peculiar value 
lies in the fact that by it Wilhere is deprived of 
the vote of his own State. 

Whether correctly or not, Mr. Wilhere has 
been viewed as the Sullivan-Egan candidate, 
and as such has been held up for inspec- 
tion. The Pennsylvanians have looked him 
over, and then have gone to another shop 
for their goods. Mr. Wilhere, they say, is 
altogether too radical and hot headed to 
suit them, and as such he is, of course, 
objectionable to the taction headed 
by John Devoy. Mr. McCaffrey, it 
‘s said, is nota member of any of the Irish secret 
societies, and is therefore not involved in any of 
the family quarrels which agitate those bodies. 

The Boston delegation was not able todo any 
business, but it is known that the Massachu- 
setts men are opposed to the powers that be. 
They would like to see either John Boyle 
O'Reilly, or Patrick Collins, at the head of the 
League, but it is authoritatively stated that 
neither gentleman will consent to accept 
any office within the gift of the organi- 
ization. The Iowa delegation, which is largely 
clerical, is ns Peon to the present govern- 
meut of the League, and. so is the delega- 
tion from Rochester, - New-York, which 
eomes here, headed by William  Pur- 
eell and Joseph O’Connor. Mr. Purcell’s 
reputation as a politician of acuteness and per- 
sistence makes him an interesting figure here 
and he will be felt in the convention. 

The Sulilivan-Egan people admit that there 
js an opposition, but they measure its 
strength as considerably less than is 
indicated above. They claim that they 
will have such a majority in the convention 
that the “kickers” cannot accomplish any- 
thing, if they would, and will have that 
fact so firmly fixed in their minds by 
the time the convention meets that they 
will conclude to let things take their 
course. But the course itself seems to be uncer- 
tain. Mr. Egan’s professed determination, which 
has been often reiterated to-day, takes him out 
of the calculatious in making up a slate. 

Mr. Wilhere’s rejection by the Pennsylvania 
mien renders his selection as the administra- 
tion candidate a step of doubtful wisdom. 
Sullivan and Finerty, even admitting that 
the former is seeking to again put him- 
self at the head of the League, are so 
extremely objectionabie to the conservative ele- 
ment that the election of either would be likely 
to split the League from stem to stern. There 
secs to be no candidate upon whom the ad- 
ministration can agree, and the prospect ofa 
compromise President of the League is pretty 
good. : 

It is out of the question to-night to measure 
the strength of the two factions. Both sides 
claim that they will have the convention, but 
neither have the tigures to prove the assertion. 
The Sullivan-Egan party has decreed that no 
person shall enter the hall where the conven- 
tion meets, except on credential certifi- 
cates, which must, of course, te issued by 
the officers of the present administration. 
It can, therefore, exclude from the preliminary 
organization of the convention any persons it 
does not desire to participate there, though it is 
not believed this power will be exercised to any 
extent. 

The train bearing the Irish Parliamentary del- 
egates west from New-York was met at Michi- 
gan City at 8:20 o’clock this evening by 
a® Michigan Central special train con- 
taining a delegation of about fifty from 
the Chicago Reception Committee. John Finer- 
ty, Chairman of this committee, was accompa- 
nied, among others, by John M. Dunphy, 
William Fogarty, M. P. Brady, P. Me- 
Hugh, Father Dorney, Father Waldron, 
and John Ennis. Michael Davitt was 
also one of those who went to meet the dele- 
gates. A short stop was made at Michigan City, 
und it was necessary that the addresses 
be made in the car occupied by the delegates. 
The representatives of the Irish Parliamentar 
party to the Chicago Convention—John E. Red- 
mond, William O’Brien, and James Deasy—were 
accompanied from New-York by a small party 
of weil known Land Leaguers, among whom 
were Patrick Ford, of the Jrish World ; the Rev. 
Dr. G. W. Pepper, and Dr. Thomas O’Reilly. Mr. 
Finerty welcomed the visitors briefly. 

The visitors were tired and travel-stained, par- 
ticularly Mr. O’Brien, who isthe frailest of the 

arty. Mr. O’Brien responded warmly te Mr. 
‘inerty’s welcome. At the close of Mr. 
O’Brien’s response the Parliamentary party 
was conducted through the cars occupied 
by those of the receiving delegation who could 
not hear the addresses, owing to lack 
ot room. Each delegate was presented 
and greeted with, prolouged cheers. The 
train reached Chicago at 10:20 and the 
delegates went at once to their hotel. where the 
rest of the Reception Committee awaited their 
arrival. The lateness of the hour and the fatigue 
of the party prevented any further speechmak- 
ing, and further welcoming was limited toa 
cesarel handshaking and inierchange of good 
Wishes. 

The National Committee held asession to-night 
and decided to uname Judge James Fitz- 
gerald, of Cincinnati, for temporary Chair- 
man. Judge Fitzgerald is regarded as a 
conservative. Owing to the delay of Treasurer 
O'Reilly in arriving, and the consequent delay in 
preparing the credentials of the delegates, 
the convention will not be calied to 
order until 2 o’clock to-morrow afternoon. 
The Chicago delegates were working for recogni- 
tion for John Finerty to-night, seeking appoint- 
lent for him to the temporary Chairmanship of 
the convention. 

Arrangements were about completed in and 
around Central Music Hall te-day for the con- 
vention. The decorations are simple, and 
yet to the convention they may be in- 
spiring. Back of the stage and at the hall en- 
trance are placed the American and Irish colors, 
supported by eagles, shields, &c. The rest of 
the display consists of streamers and banners, 
on Which are inscribed sentiments like the fol- 
lowing: 

Irish Evictions are sentences of Death.—W.%E.

NEGLEOTING THEIR DUTY. 


WHAT A DOMINION FISHERMAN SAYS 
OF THE CANADIAN CRUISERS. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, Aug. 17.—The 
Captain of a Halifax fishing vessel which has 
just returned from a five weeks’ trip to North 
Bay was interviewed to-day. He asserted em- 
phatically that the Dominion cruisers were not 
only neglecting to make seizures,but were actual- 
ly keeping out of the way of American fishermen. 
He said: ‘“ We left for North Bay about tive 
weeks ago, and during the time since I saw the 
Lansdowne and three of the sailing cutters only 
once each. The cutters are a nuisance; they 
are expensive, and a benefit to nobody. 
They don’t tollow American fishing vessels 
at all, and if a black cloud rises 
while they are out they make for the nearest 
harbor. The Yankees fish around the beaches 
wherever they have a mind to. I don’t know but 
that they would fish on land if there were any 
tish to be caught there. I was in North Bay 


for nearly four weeks without seeing a single 
Dominion cutter, and then the Conrad turned 


up. ; 

“Three weeks ago Iwas off Iracadie, New- 
Brunswick, und there was a fleet of about 50 
American schooners there, taking as many fish 
as they could, close in shore. My vessel, I think, 
was the only one from Nova Scotia in the lot. I 
never saw a cutter on hand while the Amer- 
ican vessels were fishing, though the 
commanders of the cutters know. the 
— most frequented by the fleet. 

called at Tignish and while there saw an 
American schooner buying barrels without the 
slightest ditticulty and the Tignish people told 
me that the principal merchant of the place had 
sold 700 or 800 barrels to the American fleet this 
sexson. Iwas told on this very wharf to-day by 
an American that the cruiser Howlett was in 
the habit of getting out of the way whenever 
a Yankee fisherman hove in sight. The United 
States vessels are somewhat better equipped for 
the fisheries than our own craft, and when in 
North Bay I saw them using in-shore gear, shoal 
seines, &c., Showing that they are provided for 
fishing and determined to catch within the three- 
mile limit. Though I did obtain a full fare this 
trip, I lost $1,000 through the United States 
duty of $2 on the Canadian article.’ 





A TRAMP LYNCHED. 
SUDDEN VENGEANCE VISITED ON A 
MURDERER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 17.—About 2 o’clock 
this morning a tramp entered the residence cf 
Mr. John T. Davis, station agent of the Ohio and 
Mississippi Railroad at Huron, Lawrence Coun- 
ty, and possessed himself of Mr. Davis’s watch 
and a sum of money. When he left, and was 
trying to escape, Mr. Davis saw and pursued 
him, and at the distance of about 300 yards 
from the house, near the centre of the 
village, came very close upon him, when the 
tramp turned upon his victim, stabbing him in 
the chest three or four times and inflicting 
wounds any one of which would have been fatal. 
To make sure of his bloody work he struck him 
twice in the head with a large stone and then 
again fled, leaving his victim for dead. By this 
time the citizens were aroused by the cries for 
help uttered by Davis during his pursuit of the 
murderer, They pursued him and overtook him 
atashort distance. He was in a fence corner 
trying to conceal the watch and money, both 
of which were found. His clothing was all be- 
smeared with blood. He was taken at once to 
Mr. Davis’s house, where Mrs. Davis recognized 
him as the murderer of her husband. He was 
then taken back to a point near the place where 
the killing was done and was there swung to a 
limb of a tree, where he is still hanging. avis 
died at 4 o’clock. He had been at Huron for 25 
years and was an estimable citizen. The mur- 
derer gave his age as 54 and his residence as 
Cincinnati, but when asked his name replied 
that he did not have to tell it. 





WILL OONDEMN THE GOODS. 

MONTREAL, Aug. 17.—The now famous 
customs case of Ayer & Co., of St. Johns, Que- 
bec, which has been berore the public for some 
time, has just entered upon anew phase. Some 
time ago the Minister of Customs handed ths 
case over to the Minister of Justice to examine 
and report. This report has now been made and 
goes to show that the Government has a good 
case for the recovery of $147,000 from the firm. 
In consequence, the Minister of Customs has 
again put the matter in the hands of the Attor- 
ney-General for condemnation of the goods al- 
ready seized at different places and representing 
a value of $100,000. A complaint has been 
lodged in the Police Court here against a certain 
person charged with trying to bribe a customs 
officer, who holds the whole case in a nutshell. 
It is stated that on& J. V. Walters, an insurance 
agent, offered Jules Brosseau, the customs ofti- 
cer who nade the seizure, $10,000 for the books 
in his possession, which, it was thought, would 
incriminate the firm. Mr. Walters denies the 
charge and says that when the proper time comes

CuicaGco, Aug. 17.—Five little children, 
among them Lena Bohse, 5 years of age, while 
playing about their homes at Twenty-eighth and 
Farrell streets to-day, strayed away and entered 
a vacant lot near by, where they picked and ate 
of a weed called stramonium, or Jamestown 
weed, which resembles a prickly burr or thistle. 
A few moments later all of the little ones were 
lying og the ground apparently lifeless, their 
faces the color of ashes. The parents of the 
babies were notified, and the sufierers were re- 
moved to their homes. Drs. Richardson and 
Steurnagle were hastily summoned, and by the 
use of the stomach pump and emetics resuscitat- 


ed all of the children but Lena, who died this 
evening. 





A THIEF SURRENDERS. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 17.—A man giving the 
name of F. W. Robbins surrendered himself to 
Chief of Police Deitsch this *affernoon for a rab- 
bery committed in New-York. He says he was 
employed as a clerk in the furnishing goods store 
of P. J. McCune, corner of Sixth-avenue and 
Fourteenth-street, and that five weeks ago he 
entered the room of a fellow-employe and rifled 
his trunk of $110.

BAYARD'S MAN DEFEATED 


‘THE DELAWARE DEMOCRACY 


AGAINST RING RULE. 

BIGGS NOMINATED FOR 
GOVERNOR—THE DOMINANT FAC- 
TION UTTERLY ROUTED. 

‘WILMINGTON, Aug. 17.—Ring rule re- 


ceived a stern and stinging rebuke at the hands 


of the State Democratic Convention to-day and 
the Administration faction, which is made up of 
the followers and supporters of Secretary Bay- 
ard, were routed at every point and 
most humiliatingly defeated. The result 
of the convention was unquestionably a 
Saulsbury victory in every particular and 
the routing from power of the faction in the 
Democratic Party which has been dominant in 
State affairs for a quarter of a century. The 
campaign was a triangular one, with two of the 
contestants against the Bayard faction, and 
with the cry of ‘* Down with the ring” the lat- 


ter was defeated even in its strongest quarters. 


The three conspicuous candidates before the 
convention were Benjamin T. Biggs, Mr. Sauls- 
bury’s choice; William Herbert, who claimed 
only to be an anti-ring man, and E. R. Coch- 
ran, the Administration faction’s candidate. 
The combination against Cochran at the dele- 
gate conventions was overwhelming in its 
strength and fairly buried his candidacy out of 
sight. He had hopes, however, to form an al- 
liance with Mr. Herbert and Messrs. Cooch and 
Chandler which would have given him their sup- 
port, but each of them hoped to be united upon 
and failed to leave the field in time. When 
Biggs entered the convention his strength was 
soon manifest, to the surprise of his competitors, 
and he at once secured control of the meeting 
and did not let go until its work was done. 

The opening fight was for the organization, 
which the Biggs men carried after much fili- 
bustering and confusion, and immediately after 
secured the Committee on Credentials, which 
unseated five of the Wilmington delegates. This 
action caused a terrific howl, but the convention 
contirmed the report after a furious fight. During 
recess, while the committee was at work, an 


effort was made to form a combination against 
Biggs, but this was unsuccessful. A dark horse, 
in the person of Victor Dupont, of this city, was 
brought out as the most likely man upon whom 
all could unite, but Mr. Dupont refused to ac- 
core the proffered honor. The convention was 
called without any understanding having been 
reached, a mistake that cost the anti-Biggs men 
the Governorship. At that time the defeat of 
Biggs could have been accomplished. 

tter the convention had reassembled Cochran 
and Cooch, the latter with a following of 10 del- 
egates, withdrew in favor of Herbert, but Dr. 
Chandler, with eight delegates at his back, de- 
clined to leave the field. The refusal of Dr. 
Chandler blasted all hopes of the combination 
against the leading candidate, and the anti-Biggs 
men were helpiess to stave off defeat. The can- 
didates were put innomination and Biggs was 
nominated for Governor on the first ballot by 
the following vote: 
nT. Bigg: 101/Dr. Swithin Chandler. 8 
William Herbert 70\Dr. John J. Black 2 

John B. Pennington, of Dover, was nominated 
for Congress by acclamation. The platform as 
given below was adopted by a unanimous vote: 

“The Democracy of Delaware, through their dele- 

rates in convention assembled, declare their ad- 
1erence to the principles enunciated by the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention held in Chicago in 
1884, and insist that their faithtul observance in 
the management of public affairs is essential to 
proper government and the prosperity and happiness 
of the American people. 

“ Federal taxation can only be rightfully imposed 
to provide for we necessary expenditures of the 
General Government, including the ce fog va of pen- 
sions to persons entitled thereto, the maintenance 
of the public credit, and the gradual reduction of the 
public debt. We therefore favor such revision and 
modification of our ‘tariff laws as will relieve the 
people of the country from unnecessary burdens, 
while providing the necessary revenue to meet le- 
gitimate demands upon the Federal Treasury. 

“The Democracy of Delaware in common with the 
people of the whole country recognize in President 
Cleveland an honest and patriotic Chief Magistrate, 
anxious to secure a proper administration of public 
affairs and entitled to the confidence and support of 
the American peopie. 

“The Democratic Party of Delaware points with 
just pride to its management of the affairs of the 
State for the last 30 years as the strongest possible 
claim to the continued confidence and support of the 
people of the State.” 

The convention was perhaps the most riotous 
and boisterous ever held by the partyin this 
State. It was impossible to preserve any sem- 
blance of order and the proceedings were con- 
ducted amid a pandemonium of tumult. Every 
point before the meeting was hotly contested and 
the fight upon the organization was indescribably 
boisterous. Mr. Biggs,the Gubernatorial nominee, 
isa wealthy farmerand peach grower and resides 
in Middletown. He has figuredin various pub- 
lic offices and represented Delaware in Congress 
for four years, from 1868 to 1872. Mr. Pen- 
nington, the Congressional nominee, is a leading 
member of the Dover Bar. He has held numer- 
ous minor offices and was United States District 
Attorney under President Johnson and served 
one term as Attorney-General of the State. 

As to what effect the result of to-day’s conven- 
tion may have upon the re-election of Senator 
Gray, Secretary Bayard’s successor, there is a 
zreat difference of opinion. Mr. Biggs is avowed- 
y opposed to Mr. Gray’s re-election, as are the 
Saulsburys, who were instrumental in his nomi- 
nation. Senator Gray, however, has made hiim- 
self very popular with his constituents, and as 
the fight was mainly directed against ring rule, 
it is rather doubtful if the victory of his enemies 
to-day can be turned against him in November. 





CANDIDATES FOR OONGRESS. 

DEs Moines, Iowa, Aug. 17.—The Demo- 
cratic and Greenback Conventions met in Des 
Moines to-day and unanimously nominated W. 
L. Carpenter for Congress. He was nominated 
by the Knights of Labor last week. The Re- 
publicans of Jackson County to-day selected 
delegates committed to O’Meara, the Knights of 
Labor candidate, which gives him a majority of 
10 over ex-Secretary Kirkwood in next Thurs- 
day’s convention. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Aug. 7.—The Repub- 
lican Convention of the Eighth Congressional 
District to-day nominated Lieut.-Gov. R. P. Ken- 
nedy for Congress by acclamation. 


Decatur, Ala., Aug. 17.—At the Demo- 
cratic Convention of the Eighth Congressional 
District, held here today, Gen. Joseph Wheeler 
Was renominated to represent the district in the 
Fiftieth Congress. He had much opposition 
until within the past week in favor ot Judge 
Richardson, but got a solid vote in the conven- 
tion.

INDIANA’S CORN CROP. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 17.—Reports relating 
to the corn crop continue to support the view 
that Indiana will gather more than 100,000,000 
bushels this Fall. Last year the crop amounted 
to 132,000,000 bushels; in 1884 it was 105,600,- 
000, and in 1883 96,000,000. “ It is too early to 


guess what it will be this year.” said Secretary 
Heron, of the Agricultural Board, “but all re- 
ports are favorable to a great crop, except from 
a few northern counties, where the rain did not 
fall early enough to benetit the growing fields.” 
Manager Henderson, of the Indianapolis, Bloom- 
ington and Western Road, has just returned 
from a trip over his lines, and he gives it as his 
view that the corn yield will be as great in Indi- 
ana and Ohio, or nearly 80, this year as last.

WORK OF LAWLESS STRIKERS. 


ATTEMPTS TO WRECK PASSENGER TRAINS 
IN CHICAGO. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 17.—A dastardly attempt 
to wreck a crowded passenger train was made 
on the Lake Shore and Rock Island tracks last 
night, but the perpetrators failed to ac- 
complish their object. The attempt was 
apparently the work of the Lake Shore 
strikers and their sympathizers, but they 
made a mistake, the train belonging to the 
Rock Island, and not the Lake Shore Road. It 
was the 10:30 train, bound for Omaha 
and Council Bluffs, and it had five coaches 
and two sleepers filled with  passen- 
gers. It was probably mistaken for a 


Lake Shore train which leaves at 11:30. 
The train started off on time fand stopped at the 
stock yards crossing, at Fortieth-street. When 
it started up the cylinder head was blown 
off with a loud report, disabling the engine. 
Some miscreant had placed an obstruction, 
in the shape of a three-pound iron wedge, on the 
guide, near the cylinder head. The fireman of 
the engine had a good view of the man who did 
the mischief as he was escaping, and thinks he 
could identify him. 

While the train was waiting for another loco- 
motive the Rock Island theatre train, loaded 
with passengers, passed on the main track. It 
was hardly five minutes before the Omaha 
train was ready and _ started off on 
the same track. Somebody had boarded 
the rear of the theatre train as. it 
passed Thirty-seventh-street, and had turned 
the red lanterns so the light could not be seen 
from behind the train, the intention clearly being 
to have the Omaha train, which was behind, run 
into the cars in front. The brakeman 
of the train in advance noticed a red 
light shining into the window, and going out on 
the rear platform discovered the trick. He 
turned the lights the right way as the train 
crossed Fifty-tifth-street, and he was not a mo- 
ment too soon. 

Superintendent Amsden, of the Lake Shore, 
said to-day that switches were being continually 
thrown, but the facts were never made public 
pecause the attempts to wreck the cars always 
uiled. Lately, however, the occurrences have 
become more frequent than usual, the 
switches being thrown by the dozen. Monday 
night, a long train filled with dressed beef pulled 
out of Forty-third-street. The efforts of the 
wreckers were bent on this train, for 
the cars were loaded with perishable 
freight. The train hands had orders to 
be particularly vigilant, and the _ train 
proceeded slowly. Several misplaced switches 
were encountered, but these were fixed before 
reaching them. One at Fifty-second-street was 
somehow overlooked, and three cars ran off the 
track before the train could be stopped. The first 
truck on the first car was broken, and the cars had 
to remain on the track all night, but the others 
went on with but an hour’s delay. When the 
ears ran off the track there was a crowd ahead 
cheering, showing that they had knowledge of 
what was about to occur. 

Early: this morning Bernard Ferguson 
and Hiram Dennison were arrested just as they 
were in the act of turning the switch near Thir- 
ty-third-street. These men were evidently going 
along the track throwing switches, for others in 
their wake were found misplaced. They were 
brought before Justice Meech, charged with ma- 
licious mischief and carrying concealed weapons, 
and were held,

ILL FORTUNE OF THE SCHOONER JO- 
SEPHINE B. KNOWLES. 

Watcu Hit, R. I., Aug. 17.—The schoon- 

er Josephine B. Knowles, Capt. J. W. Lamson, 

went ashore on Mussel Bar, near Napatree 


, Point, Watch Hill, at ‘1 o’clock this morning, and 


at present is full of water. The vessel belongs 
to L. A. Knowles, a shipbuilder, of Addison, Me., 
and is used as acoaster, and hails from that port. 
She was on the way from River Hebert, Nova 
Scotia, to New-York, with a cargo of about 500 
spiles consigned to H. Courtney & Co., of that 


city. The Watch Hill Hfe-saving crew rendered 
assistance to the Captain and crew, and to-day 
brought off their clothing and stores.

Capt. Lamson said to-night: ‘ About 11 o’clock 
last night, when we were about southeast of 
Watch ill, the foresail was disabled, and this 
parted the forethroat halyards and broke off the 
gaif. At the time the rain was literally pouring 
and a gale was blowing from the south. As we 
were practically disabled the only thing we 
could do was to let her drift.” 

The crew consists of Capt. Lamson, Peter Cum- 
mings, Horatio Dobbin, and Orin W. Drisco, of 
Jamesport, Me., and John Henderson, of Cutler, 
Me, This evening the seais running very light, 
and there is no indication of a blow. The vessel 
is probably worth $3,000 and the cargo in the 
neighborhood of $1,000. Thereis no insurance 
on either.

His skin has been bronzed by constant 
exposure to the weather, and he wears the regu- 
lation sailor’s garb, while a West India sombrero 
adorns his head. Heisan entire stranger, and last 
evening he started for the Casino, at Broad-street 
and Columbia-avenue. While he was changing 
cars at Ninth and Spring Garden streets a man 
named Kelley came up and, without warning, 
struck Capt. "Vanderbilt a terrific blow in the 
face, knocking him down.

SUFFERERS BY FOREST FIRES.

THE IRISH REFORM BILL AND 
THE AFGHAN TROUBLES. 
LORD HARTINGTON TO SUPPORT CHURCH-' 


ILL’S MEASURE—A PARNELL WHIP— | 


A NEW AFGHAN WAR CLOUD. 

Lonpon, Aug. 17.—The Government 1n- 
tend to introduce at the next session of Parlia- 
ment &@ measure giving loca] government to Ire- 
land on the basis of the plan prepared by Lord 
Randolph Churchill. The Hartington party will 
support the scheme. 

The Cabinet sat to-day from noon until 2 
o’clock. The Queen’s speech was considered 
and approved. The Afghan difficulty was also 
discussed. Itis understood that Col. Ridgway, 
of the British-Afghan Commission, has been re- 
called, because he felt that the difference be- 
tween Russia and England had better be dealt 
with by the Foreign Office. Baron de Staal, the 
Russian Ambassador, is in London. 

Mr, Parnell has requested all the Irish mem- 
bers of Parliament to be present on Thursday at 
the reassembling of Parliament. He says that, 
in view of the grave and pressing condition of 
public affairs,it is very necessary that there 
should bea full attendance of the Irish contin- 
gent. The Dublin Freeman’s Journal says Mr. 
Parnell’s summons shows that the Parnellites do 
not intend to await the convenience of the Min- 
istry in dealing with the Belfast riots and the 
alarming condition of the Irish farmers, Lord 


Salisbury must explain how he intends to meet 
the contingency of the inability of the farmers 
to pay their rents, and he will be called upon to 
declare the policy he intends to substitute for 
that of ‘‘ Manacles and Manitoba.” 

Mr. Gladstone will neither initiate nor prolong 
discussion with reference to Ireland in the de- 
bate on the address in reply to the Queen’s 
speech. His followers acquiesce im this de- 
cision. Although the speech from the throne 
will not indicate Lord Salisbury’s Irish pol- 
icy, itis understood that either Lord ae pay 
Churchill or Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, during the 
debate, will intimate that a measure will be 
introduced next year dealing with the Irish 
local government and land questions, The 
Gladstonians will accept such intimation as 
a sutiicient pledge for the present, but the 
Parnellites appear to be determined to press 
for details, in which event a long discussion 
will | scheiges ensue. As soon as the address 
has been adopted the Government will move 
that the supply bills have precedence. 
It is believed that, notwithstanding the 
expected action of the Parnellites, the 
House will be rorogued on Sept. 10 
until the first week in November, when, unless 
some untoward events should occur, it will be 
further prorogued until the sy rege | of Feb- 
ruary. The Government whips have advised the 
Conservatives that it will be useless to give 
notice of the introduction of new bills in the 
present session, and that no private business 
will be discussed. 

The Irish Loyal Patriotic Union has requested 
agents throughout the country to send to head- 

uarters accurate and detailed accounts of the 

oings of the National League, “‘ which is evi- 
dently resolved by all possible means to further 
separatist designs, with which the British pub- 
lic ought to be acquainted.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says itis glad that the 
Afghan Commission has been recalled, as it will 
hasten a settlement of the question of the owner- 
ship of Khamiab, which Russia claims by direct 
negotiations between London and 8t. Peters- 
burg. The St. James’s Gazette says the question 
is as far from settlement as it was 15 
months ago. Russia claims Khamiab, and the 
Afghans refuse to give it up. A conflict is 
likely to occur at any. moment, the Gazette 
says, and it rests with England to say what it 
will and can do to = its allies from being 

lundered. The task of Lord Iddesleigh, Foreign 

ecretary, will be easier when he is relieved of 
this useless and embarrassing commission. The 
Globe says that nothing would suit Russia better 
than to keep the Khamiab question open and to 
revive it when it suits her. 

The report that the Government had decided 
upon the immediate withdrawal of the Afghan 
Boundary Comuission is officially denied. The 
Government is awaiting Russia’s reply respect- 
ing a small portion of the Afghan bound: not 
yet settled, in the Oxus district. ntil 
the reply has been received no decision 
will be taken respecting the date of 
the withdrawal of the commission; but, 
whatever may be the nature of the reply, the 
commission will return to India before Winter. 
In spite of the ofiicial denial itis believed in well 
informed circles that the Standard is virtually 
correct in stating that the Government has 
asked Russia for a yes or no reer. Itis not 
likely, however, that such a ey 8 ll be given. 

A dispatch from Simla says that the British- 
Afghan Commission will return to India in Sep- 
tember via Cabul. 

A meeting of hop farmers from all the hop 

owing districts in England was held at Tun- 

ridge to-day. Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted declaring that the present depression 
in the hop growing industry is the result of un- 
due preference shown for the importers of 
forei hops by the railway companies in 
earrying foreign hops at lower rates than 
can be obtained by home producers. The reso- 
lutions suggest as remedies legislative regula- 
tion of freightage, a reasonable import duty, and 
a law to protect the landing of foreign hops un- 
less sealed and accompanied by a certificate giv- 
ing the season and district in which each bale 
was grown,signed by the district authorities. The 
resolutions further advise the creation of a Min- 
istry of Agriculture.

THE MEXICAN QUESTION. 


CONGRESSMAN REAGAN’S VIEW OF THE 
CUTTING CASE, 


GALVESTON, Texas, Aug. 17.—In an inter- 
view published to-day the Hon. John H. Reagan, 
of the Second Congressional District of Texas, 
speaking of the Mexican imbroglio, said he was 
not thoroughly posted about the latest develop- 
ments of the case, but, he added, “from actual 
knowledge of the facts I can tell you what 
my impressions are of the Cutting case. 
First, the fact as stated by the Mexican Judge 
that Cutting’s libelous article was first published 
in Mexico and then in the United States, and 
then republished in Mexico, seems to me to 
make him absolutely amenable to the Mexican 
law, and it does not seem to me that there is 
anything in the case that should give rise to in- 
ternational trouble.” Judge Reagan, alluding 
to the Arresius affair at agle Pass, 
said: “If I understand the facts cor- 
rectly, Arresius was a Mexican citizen 
some years ago. After being apprehended in 
horse stealing he came into Texas and declared 
his intention to become a citizen of the United 
States. Then he went back to Mexico, served in 
the Mexican Army for two or three years, again 
took to horse stealing, and ran on to move into 
Texas, and being demanded for extradition, he 
was surrendered by the Sheriff and left to the 
judgment of the Mexican officials. If this state- 
ment of facts is correct, I think it is the 
poorest and sickliest cause for international 
trouble that I have ever known, and in my opiu- 
ion is a subject hardly worth a minute’s discus- 
sion. Should the United States go to war with 
a neighboring friendly nation because the people 
of that country choseto punish a horse thief 
who was one of its own citizens? If a Texan stole 
a horse and then fled into Mexico he would be com- 
ange i O safe as lony as he prudently remained 

n obscurity. But suppose he was discovered and 

demanded by this country for extradition, and 
he eventually returned to the scene of bis misde- 
meanor, would not this country have the right 
to punish him for the violation of one of its laws ? 
That is precisely the view I take of the matter, 
and if the United States wishes to declare war 
against a sister republic for executing its laws 
to the best of its ability, it will be a decidedly 
ridiculous and absurd proceeding, not to say un- 
just, and she should blush to think of pee * 
war for such a cause which, when looked at with 
unprejudiced eyes, hardly comes within her ju- 
risdiction.” ‘ 

Mr. Regan stated that he thought that Secre- 
tary Bayard was hasty in making a peremptory 
demand for the instant release of Cutting before 
being familiar with the facts in the case, and 
that he approved the policy of sending an envoy 
to Mexico to thoroughly sift the matter. He is 
confident that when the facts are fully known 
and understood by the people of both nations the 
war cloud will suddenly disappear.

A TERRIBLE STORM IN WEST VIRGINIA 
TURNS BROOKS INTO TORRENTS. 

WHRELING, West Va., Aug. 17.—The most 
terrific storm ever known in that portion of 
Marion County along the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad occurred last night. The rain fellin 
torrents,.and little streams were swelled in an 
incredibly short time to floods.

THE NEW JAPANESE TREATY. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The State De- 
partment has received official information of the 
acceptance by Japan of the modification made 
by the Senate in the Japanese extradition 
treaty. This treaty was ratified by the Senate 
on June 21, after some minor charges which 
had been recommended by the Committee on the 


Judiciary: had been made in the text. Although 
these alterations did not affect the spirit of the 
treaty, they made necessary its being again sent 
to Japan for ratification. The document is now 
in shape to be formally exchanged by the two 
Governments, and it is expected that the 
announcement will soon be made at Tokio, 
and that the treaty will be immediatel 
promulgated. The treaty is one of the broad- 
est ever agreed to by the United States. 
It includes in its provisons several 
crimes not covered by the new treaty with Great 
Britain, which is now awaiting the action of the 
Senate. The State Department has taken a 
radical departure in effecting the signing of this 
treaty, as it is the first one made with an Ori- 
ental country. It is also the first treaty made 
by Japan with any other separate Government. 
Hitherto all treatie made with Japan have been 
signed with a combination of at least three 
powers. The Japanese authorities are very en- 
thusiastic over its consummation, as it marks a 
step in the progress of that nation toward a po- 
sition of equality with Western countries. In 
effect, the United States “as stated its readiness 
to treat with Japan on even more favorable 
terms and conditions than prevail in its nego- 
tiations with European nations, 





DESOLATED BY PRAIRIE FIRES. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Aug. 17.—Advices from 
Fort Benton, Montana, confirm previous reports 
of serious prairie fires in that section. The whole 
country north of the Missouri is said to be 


burned, with only now and then a small oasis in 
the blackened waste. On the south side of the 
river, and in the Little Rockies and Bear’s Paw, 
great damage has beendone. The ranges below 
the Musselshell and in the Red Water country 
will be almost wholly destroyed. On Wednes- 
day three or four fires were raging 
in the vicinity of Fort Assiniboine, 
and every available man of the civilians at the 
post was out fighting them. A fire in Bear’s Paw 
threatened the destruction of the timber cut for 
the post, but aftera hard fight it was saved. 
The driver of the Helema coach reports that a 
tlre between the Lakes and Twenty-eight Mile 
Spring has destroyed much of the valuable por- 
tion of that range.

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TREASURER GRAY'SCAREER} 


DEVELOPMENTS THAT STARTLB 
STAID NEW-ENGLAND. 
SUPPORTING A FLEET OF YACHTS ON 

STOLEN MONEY AND SQUANDERING 
_ HIS WIFE’S FORTUNE. 

Boston, Aug. 17.—Early this evening * 
warrant was issued for the arrest of William 
Gray, Jr., the defaulting Treasurer, charging 
him with embezzlement. At the Somerset Club, 
of which Mr. Gray was an honored member, the 
crime was commented on with great levity. All 
Gray’s fellow-members hoped that he might be 
let down as easily as possible, because he has 
always been such a good club man. Among the 
bankers there was considerable anxiety to know 
which bank holds Gray’s paper or the most of it. 
It was®believed by many bankers that the Mav- 
erick Bank had a considerable amount of the 
paper of the Atlantic Cotton and the Indian 
Orchard and Ocean Mills, but President Potter 
denies that that {nstitution is in any way con- 
nected with either Gray or any of the corpora- 
tions. Mr. Potter says that to his knowledge 
Gray never entered the door of the Maverick 
Bank, and that neither Gray nor the corporu-. 
tions with which he was connected ever had any 
business transactions with the bank. 

President Billings, of the Union National 
Bank, of State-street, said the corporations keep 
accounts at his bank, and Mr. Gray also keeps 
an individual account there. Mr, Billings refused 
to state how much money remains in the bank 
on Gray’s individual account, but he did state, 
that Gray had not been at the bank either on 
Saturday or Monday, nor had he on those days 
drawn any money. So far as Mr. Billings 
knows the bank accounts of the At 
lantic, Indian Orchard, and Ocean Mills 
are correct. Some time ago the Union 
Bank . held some of Gray’s paper, bua 
this has all been taken up, and now that bank 
holds none of his notes. and Gray does not owe 
the bank a dollar. Mr. Billings has not known 
of Gray’s borrowing money for quite a while, 
yet he has heard that his notes of late have beew 

n circulation. Mr. Billings was unwilling to 
say what banks have these notes. Mr. Gray 
is a Director of the New-England Na- 
tional Bank, and it is understood will be 
allowed to retain that position until his 
property is attached or he makes an 
assignment or sells his stock. He has not yet re- 
signed, and no immediate action will be taken 
by the Directors of the bank in regard to askin 
for his resignation. Atthe Merchants’ Nationa 
Bank an officer stated that $25,000 worth of the 
Atlantic Mills’ paper was held by the bank and. 
also a smail amount of the Indian Orchard Mills” 
paper. The latter paper, however, was protect- 
Sa by good indorsers. The Directors of the Mer- 
chants’ Bank have been assured by the Directors, 
of the Atlantic Mills that the notes of the latter 
corporation will be promptly paid. 

At the office of the milis, No. 87 Milk-street, @ 
large committee of the Directors is constuntl 
engaged in straightening out the ex-Treasurer’@ 
accounts. The members of this investigatin 
comunittee refuse to estimate on the extent 0 
the defalcation. Mr. Gray, the father of the de- 
faulter, who is still a stockholder in the Atlaniic 
Mills, refuses to say anything concerning hi 
son’s actions. During the incumbency of M14 
Gray of the office of Park Commissioner there’ 
was an apparent irregularity in the assessment. 
of betterments by which land owned by his 
father escaped, but an investigation of the mat- 
ter proved Mtr. Gray and his colleagues on tha 
board blameless. 

Capt. Watson, of Mr. Gray’s yacht Huron, ex- 

ressed surprise that Mr. Gray was a defaulter. 
He says that the total cost of the yacht was 
about $50,000, exclusive of the expense incurred 
by repairs and for running her.

A lite-long friend of Mr. Graysaid to-day: “TIT 
don’t think Gray had much to do with stocks.

He bought large tracts of 
land in Dorchester. Upon this he built houses, 
mortgaged the property, and then sold it subject; 
to the mortgage. He bought the land just after 
the crisis of 1873 and 1874, and as prices ad- 
vanced I always thought hemadea good. thing, 
by the speculation.” ‘ ' 

The Hon. William Gray, Sr., resided for several 
years in a substantial brick house on Summer- 
street, which was torn.down years ago. William, 
Jr., was born in the Summer-street residence, 
and was educated in the Boston public schooly 
and at Harvard College. Mr. Cunningham, his 
brother-in-law, who was alone with Mr. Gray on 
bis yacht Sunday, says that he had no suspicion’ 
of the trouble hanging over his host’s head. Mr. 
Gray Was as social and hospitable as has been 
his wont. There was nothing in word or look to 
show that he had been called to account by the 
Directors of the corporations of which he was 
the Treasurer. The Home Savings Bank held a 
mortgage originally for $75,000 on Mr. Gray’s 
realestate. But it has been reduced to about 
$60,000. The Atlantic and the Indian Orchard 
Mills have —_ oo ou Mr. 
Gray’s property for $300, ‘ 

The etens developments show that the defal- 
cation is every whit as serious as af first sup- 
posed, and thatit may possibly react with dis- 
astrous effect upon the Atlantic Mills Company. 
At Russell’s mercantile agency it wassaid: “The 
Indian Orchard Mills will probably not be finan- 
cially embarrassed, as it is more of a family cor-’ 
poration, in which 8. R. Payson is largeiy' 
interested. I understand from a broker that the’ 
latter’s note sold for a very high rate last weeix, 
In regard to the Atlantic Mills, lam afraid that 
this embezzlement may seriously cripple them 
for the present at least.” ; 

Mr. Gray’s yacht Huron, lying off Central 
Wharf, was attached this morning by Mr. R. M. 
Morse, Jr., counsel for the Atlantic and Indian 
Orchard Companies. In_ their circular aaking 
for information about Mr. Gray, Wiggin an 
Wood, the detectives, say, “Mr. Gray had ne 
baggage with him. Mr. Gray is 55 years old, has 
a dark mustache tinged with gray, hair streaked 
with gray, top of head slightly bald, and huir 
brushed so as to cover the baldness. Mr. Gra)’’s 
neck and hads are much sunburned.” 

Mr. Edmund Dwight, the pew Treasurer of the 
Idian Orchard Company, said to-day that the 
compary had decided to withhold ali further in- 
formation until a thorough investigation coula 
be made and some settlement of the difficulty ar- 
rived at. He would give no idea concerning tie 
extent of Mr. Gray’s transactions, but stated 
that the credit of the company which he reprex 
sented would be in no way impaired, and that 
the Atlantic was on even @ firmer footing. 
meeting of the stockholders and Directors 0 
both companies will be held to-morrow. The 
announcement of the defalcation creates much 
anxiety in Lawrence, and fears are expressed 
that it may cripple the mill and give anotber 
blow to other industries of the city. Agent Bat- 
tles expressed much surprise. The stoppage or 
shut-down of the Atlantic at this time would be 
a serious affair for Lawrence. The plant con- 
sists of three mills, ranning 50,000 ring spindles, 
52,000 mule spindles, 2,000 looms, oe 
1,500 people, and manufacturing 20,000,00 
yards of cloth annually, mostly cotton shirting 
and sheeting. ; 

A State-street broker said: “TI think that Gray 
had a little New-England Railroad stock about a 
year and a halfago, I think he got itat $11 or 
$12 per share and sold it at $24, but 1t was a 
smail amount. He owns some Atlantic Mills 
stock, on which‘he has borrowed some money 
and pledged that as collateral. The last sa) es of 
the Atlantic Cotton Mills stock were a1 \ttle 
a@pove par. Mr. Gray’s accounts were exami ued 
the same as were those of Mr. Snelling, but they 
deceived the experts. I presume the accounts ore 
examined twice a year. Mr. Gray is a man of 
superior ability. I have never noticed an)’ 
thing in his appearance to indicate that b6 
had anything of this nature on his mind. He has 
built a gveat many houses and handled a great 
deal of real estate, in which operations he has 
undoubtedly made much money. He has no@ 
been a fast or dissipated man atall, and itis a 
Inystery what he could have done with the 
money. He would sell house lots, advance mone ¥ 
to the builder, take a mortgage, and when ths 
houses were completed he wotld seil the mor [- 
gage. He has made money in that way right 
along. Thereis quite a heavy mortgage on his 
homestead.” ; 

Few estatesin Dorchester were more attractiv® 
a fee years ago than the residence of Williatin 
Groy, Jr. The estate includes about 20 acres of 
land between Blue Hill-avenue, Roxbury, and 
Howard-avenue, Dorchester. It is as beautiful 
alocation as can be found anywhere inthis 
Vicinity. Foralong time visitors to Roxbuty 
were always taken to Gray’s woods and ti\é 
estate to see the many attractions. The ros 8 
garden was one of the finest around Boston,‘ 
and the extensive lawns surrounding the ele- 
gant stone residence-gave the visitor the impres- 

sion that some English baronial estate had 
been transplanted across tne sea and placed in | 
Dorchester. For a number of years the grounds 
were looked after with the greatest care. Of 
late, however, it has been noticed by those living’ 
in the vicinity that less and less care was taken. 
There are some curious stories about Mr. Gray’s: 
ideas about the value of money. Some years ago 
—in fact, soon after the erection of his magniil- 
cent stone mansion—he apent thousands of dol- 
jars yearly on hobbies. For two years after'the 
purchase of the property he employed about 
200 men a year in laying out and beau the 
grounds around the mansien, Immense 
houses were erected and filled with the ehoicest 





flowers. Graveries were stocked with ; 
vines. Suddenly Mr. Gray Senoned, caf Uncen ithe: — 





rare fowls. Game chickens were introduced and 
served for a time to please his fancy. All these 
were after a timo thrown aside and horses re- 
seived his attention, Atone time he had every 
kind and style of vehicle stored in his immense 
stable, carriage house, and barns, and he had 
from 12 to 15 horses in his private stable. 

Just befors tbe discovery of his irregularities 
Mr. Gray was talked of by the Directors of the 
Lowell Bleachery Company as the successor of 
the deposed Treasurer, Samuel G. Snelling, but 
the officials of the company deny any knowledge 
of this. While itis generally conceded that the 
amount embezzled is in the neighborhood of 
$500,000, it is feared that, owing to the time 
which has elapecd since the first speculation and 
the successful way in which the books were 
manipulated, the graver charge of forgery may 
have to he entered against the missing man. 

This afternoon there was @ rumor that Mr, 
Gray had committed suicide, The report grew 
out of a consultation of the Directors and 


counsel this morning, when the _ proba- 
bilities of such a course were discussed, 
He cannot, it is thought, have. any 


ready money of any considerable amount at 
his command, or after deciding that he could 
not meet the Directors on Monday he would 
have beaded his yacht for Canada, He wusa very 
proud man, and has always held a highly re- 
spectable position in society. The theory of 
suicide is thought by bis friends to be more 
than probable. 

Mrs. Gray returned from Old Orchard Beach 
this evening. She -was driven to her mansion 
and went to bed at once, after sending fora 
physician. She _ is completely prostrated 
with grief. Mrs. Gray and her daughter 
say they believe that Mr. Gray drove 
into the woods somewhere and  com- 
mitted suicide. Mrs, Gray thinks his 
intense pride would have led him to take hisown 
life. Detective Wiggin said to-night that his men 
had traced igi bugey toa short distance be- 
low Dedham. Wiggin believes that Gray drove 
into the woods near Attleborough, hitched his 
horses, welked to the railroad station, ang took 
the Shore Line train for New-York. He says 
Gray could have reached New-York in time to 
catch either of two steamers that sailed from 
there yesterday afternoon. 

The horse and carriage in which Gray left his 
house in Derchester yesterday was found this 
forenoon by a farmer named George H. 
Reynolds tied to a tree just south of the New- 
Enzland Meteorological Observatory in Blue 
Hill, in the town of Milton, about 14 miles from 
Boston. The description of the horse and buggy 
eorresponded exactly with that given of the 
team taken from Mr, Gray's stable, and 
the harness bears the letter “G.” The team had 
evidently been standing where found all night, 
the heavy rain which fell during the night hay- 
ing drenched the trappings and robes, This 
pews was not received in the city until 
10:30 this evening, as Farmer Reynolds did 
not notify the constable of Milton of his 
find until quite late in the afternoon, and the 
latter in turn was in no hurry to notify 
the proper Boston authorities. An officer was 
sent from the city toseeure the team. At that 
hour it was too late to search for Gray, 
if, as is now supposed, he wandered 
into the woods in that vicinity and 
committed suicide. It is generally thought that 
he either will be found near the place where the 
horse was fastened, or that the team was driven 
t that locality by some friend to throw the au- 
thorities off the track, 

Gray married Miss Minnie Cunningham, one 

of the heirs to the rich Cunningham estate, 
of which the founder died 12 years ago. By 
he he had eight children, five of them boys, 
Ore of the Gaughters is married and the other 
two are fashionable young ladics just out of 
echool. It has been supposed that Gray’s ex- 
peusive establishment was sustained by the 
revenue from bis wife’s property, but it was 
developed last night that he has not only 
squandered all his wife’s income and part of his 
mother-in-law’s, from whom he has from time to 
time borrowed, but has mortgaged all his wife's 
property and induced Mrs. Cunningham to put 
mortgages on much of her own for his use and 
veneiit. In addition to the heavy expense of 
running his little fleet of yachts and keeping up 
fast horses and a domestic establishment requir- 
ine six servants Mr. Gray has been speculating 
quite heavily for some months past and almost 
invariably with illluck. Itis supposed that in 
this way he endeavored to make good the deficits 
in his accounts: with the manufacturing com- 
yanies. 
, President Charles H. Dalton, of the Indian 
Orchard Mills, said to-day: ‘‘ For the past week 
or ten days Mr. Gray has been giving all his time 
and attention to yachting. He would not pay 
any attention to my inquiries about the bus 
ness, only answering that everything was all 
yight. I did notlike Gray’s manner and deter- 
roined to investigate our affairs. I am only sorry 
that I did not doit sooner. When I asked him 
why he was spending so much time on his yacht 
Gray said business was so dull that he 
was not required in the office much, and 
made frequent trips to his wife and 
three daughters, who are occupying a 
eottage at Gld Orchard Beach for the Summer. 
{ found, however, that he had been to Old Or- 
ehard very little, most of his time having been 
spent in watching the yacht races or cruising 
with the New-York fleet. He acknowledged to 
yoe last Friday night and Saturday morning that 
he had been living too high and had used a little 
of the company’s money in his personal expenses, 
He said he had been disappointed in getting 
funds due him, but would have some money very 
soon, and would then repay the sum he bad 
drawn from our accounts. He treated the mat- 
ter lightly, and I then supposed his shortage was 
email. His reputation and that of his father 
have always been so good that it did not occur to 
me that ho had been intentionally pilfering from 
us.” 

About a year ago,in aninterview on the con- 
dition of manufacturing industriesin the Globe, 
one of the keeuest men in the business said: 
‘*Evervihing now promises a speedy revival of 
business.” “ But,” said the reporter, “only this 
morning the Treasurer of two of the largest mills 
in Massachusetts declared that the condition of 
the cotton industry was as bad as ever, and that 
the outiook was worse than last year.” “He 
did,” was the auswer with a sneer; * well, before 
I should take any stock ina statement of that 
kind I should want to know who the Treasurer 
was and what his mills were.” The mills were 
the Atlantic Cotton Mills, of Lawrence, and the 
Indian Orchard Mill, of Springfield, and the 
Treasurer was Williaa Gray, Jr. Mr. Gray had 
good reason for saying that the Atlantic Mills 
were making ne money and had no pros- 
pect of making any. Nothing was earned for 
the stockholders in 1883, and nothing had been 
earned since. The corporation was organized 
in 1846 and pegan work in 1849. he first divi- 
dend was paid in 1852 and amounted to 3 per 
cent. In the years Rowing that date, before 
ihe war, the range was from 4 to 8 per cent. per 
annum. This period, under the free trade Walker 
tariff of 1846, followed by the still lower tariff of 
1857, compares favorably in its results with any 
term of eight years that has followed. The At- 
lantie Mills corporation originally had a capital 
of $1,800,000. This was reduced in 1859 to 
$1.500,000 by the purehase and cancellation of 
300 shares, the par having been at first $1,000. 
in October, 1861, each share was divided into 10, 
changing the par from $1,000 to $160. 

The first serious difficulties encountered by 
the corporation oecurred between 1873 and 
1877. In January, 1874, the Directors report- 
ed an indebtedness of $1,359,234, which 
amouut was well up to their capital of $1,500,- 
000. Among the Directors at that time were 
J. G. Abbott, who was President; William Gray, 
father of the late Treasurer; William Amory, 
Samuel E. Sawyer, Martin Brimmer, and §. F. 
Morse. Mr. Gray, Sr., was held at that time in 
the business world te be very rich and very re- 
liable. He had no other occupation than that 
ot Treasurer of this corporation. Nevertheless 
lis methods of business were not approved by 
all of his neighbors. His management of the 
Atlantic Mills was quite independent of control 
er suggestion, and goods seem to have often 
been put on the market at prices which have left 
no returns, and compelled the corporation to ap- 

ear as atfrequent borrower. The necessary funds, 

owever, were generally obtained from private 
sources. On the start the company’s paper was 
not sought after. in the Summer of 1875 the 
stock had dropped from $100 to $50 or $60. 
Things went onfor a time in this shape, when 
bankruptcy began to stare the concern in the 
face. An wore wry | committee looked into 
the company’s aflairs in the Summer of 1876, 
aud thereupon devised two alternative schemes 
of reorganization for the purpose of preventing 
attachment andruin. One of them, proposed by 
A. T. Lyman, was eventually adopted. Mr. 

Lyman recommended a reduction of the stock 

from $1,500,000 to $300,000. That was, of 

course, equivalent to calling $1,200,000 a dead 
loss—wiping it out altogether. This was done 
by reducing the par value of the existing shares 
trom $100 to $20 each. Next $700,000 of new 
money was put in, and the capital was thus fixed 
at $1,000,000, at which figure it now stands. Of 
late years the company’s rating has been bigher, 
The committee referred to reported that the 
election of a new Treasurer and the appointment 
of a selling agent would be necessary to the suc- 
cess of any plan of settlement. Mr. Gray held 
off about resigning, but the desired change was 
effected in the course of time. Henry Saltonstall 
succeeded him as Treasurer. He in turn was 
followed by William Gray, Jr., who had been a 
clerk in the office for a number of years, and was 
ehosen one of the Directors at the meeting in 

January, 1879. 

The various statements made up by the cor- 
poration since William Gray, Jr., became Treas- 
urer have shown something of an approach to 
the condition of affairs which forced a reorgani- 
gationin 1876. The total assets and debts, ex- 
clusive of capital, are compared as they stood 
early in the years 1883, 1884, and 1886, re- 
spectively, as follows:

Mr. Gray had the management operated two 
large factories until about a fortnight ago, when 
one of them burned, involving a total loss of 
$300,000. It is thought not unlikely that 
catastrophe had something to do with recent dis- 
closures about the Treasurer. The capital of the 
Indian Orchard Mills, which were started in 
1859, is $600,000. The company manufactures 
like the Atlantic Mills, principally sheetings and 
shirtings. The two. factories contained 1,170 
looms and 52,000 spindles. At the annual meet- 
ing held March 15 C. H. Dalton was chosen Presi- 
dent and William Gray, Jr., Treasurer. Besides 
these the Directors were 8. R. Payson, J. C. Pal- 
frey,and H. Wood. It is understood that Mr. 
Payson is the largest stockholder. The follow- 
ing statement shows the assets and liabilities of 
the company as last reported:

It will be observed that the indebtedness of 
the Indian Orchard Mills is here set d 
$578,000, against total assets of $1,245,000. In 
March, 1883, the assets amounted to $1,410,000, 
and the debts to only $516,944, In April, 1878, 
the assets were $1,194,600, and the debts $542,- 
075, Three years ago the surplus was placed at 
$293,000, as against $66,000 last Spring. 

The Indian Orchard Mills, like the Atlantic, 
stopped production more or less in 1884 and 
1885. Last year, forexample, they were shut 
down altogether in JuJy and August. There was 
a large surplus of manufactured goods on hand 
at the beginning of the stoppage, and it was not 
thought wise to continue production until there 
had been a chance to work it off. Business has 
been better this Summer, but the outpnt of the 
mills has of course been cut into by the recent 
fire. The company’s credit has been high, and 
its resident managers at Indian Orchard are 
greatly esteemed. 





STRIKES AND LABOR NOTES. 

Boston, Aug. 17.—The operatives of the 
great wholesale clothing manufacturing houses 
here are preparing to make a fight against the 
introduction of a new basting machine, which is 
now in an experimental stage. Each machine 
used, it is said, will throw 15 girls out of employ- 
ment. There are 2,000 girls now employed as 
basters in Boston. One large firm has the only 


machine yet in usein the city, The matter is 
in the hands of the District Executive Board of 
the Knights of Labor, 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 17,—The annual 
conference of the Western Window Glass Manu- 
facturers and Workers, for the purpose of ar- 
ranging a scale of wages for the coming year, 
began here this afternoon, but adjourned this 
evening to meet again to-morrow, without 
reaching an agreement, The workmen pre- 
sented last year’s scale, with the addition of 
10 per cent. in the wages of the gatherers. The 
employers offered to settle on the same basis as 
last year, but refused to grant any increase. 
They also insisted upon a uniformity of wages 
throughout the country. Heretofore there has 
been a difference of 10 per cent. between the 
wages paid in the East and West. It is thought 
a settlement will be reached before there is a 
final adjournment. 


AuGusTA, Ga., Aug. 17.—This morning a 
basis of settlement of the mill troubles was 
agreed upon, and the operatives were ordered to 
return to work to-morrow pending arbitration, 
It was agreed that the rate of wages, the num- 
ber of hours of labor to constitute a day’s 
work, and all grievances be referred to 
a committee of five arbitrators, neither of 
whom should be a Knight of Labor or in- 
terested in any way inthe mills, In the matter 
of wages the total of the present pay roil was 
not to be exceeded, but it was understood that 
the committee might increase wages in some 
instances and decrease them in others at their 


discretion. To-night Secretary Turner, of 
the Knights of Labor, learned that the 
salaries of the President, Superintend- 


ent, paymaster and bookkeeper did not appear 
on the pay rollof the mills and were not consid- 
ered as coming under the jurisdiction of the pro- 
posed arbitration committee. He immediately 
expressed himself as misunderstanding the state 
of affairs, and ordered the mill operatives not to 
report for duty to-morrow. He will not sub- 
scribe to the proposition made to and accepted 
by the mill Presidents under the conditions as 
to salaries as stated above.

BLACK BASS THAT IGNORZ 
THE THMPTING MINNOW. 
HOW THE Sst. LAWRENCE HAS BEEN 
8POILED FOR FISHERMEN BY SETH 

GREEN’S EXPERIMENTS. 

CapzE VINCENT, Aug. 17.--A well known 
gentleman from Brooklyn came to this place a 
few days ago. He had heard great stories of 
the good fishing to be had here, and he thought 
he would try some of it. Hehad no trouble in 
finding a good boat—the boats here are as pretty 
and stanch as they make them—and a capable 
boatman is as easy to gefas a boat. The Brook- 
lyn man, who is called “the Judge” by his 
friends in token of tho official position once held 
by him, started out one fine morning for a good 
day’s fishing, He did not care for perch or pick- 
erel or rock bass. What he wanted and what he 
came for were the genuine black bass, gamy and 
full of life, that bend a lancewood rod nearly 
double and require delicate playing to get them 
safely into the boat. 

The St. Lawrence River at this point and 
among the neighboring islands bas for years 
had the reputation of being good black bass 
ground. And not only has this been true of the 
river itself, but of the bays and inlets of Lake 
Ontario. The time has been when a man would 
have thought it a pretty poor day if he came in 
with less than 30 or 40 handsome black bass 
ranging in weight from three-quarters of a 
pound to three pounds each. The fish rose to 
minnows and flies; they scooped-in spoons; they 
were to be caught either still fishing or troll- 
ing, and great sport was consequently always to 
be had. Muskallonge, too, were numerous enough 
to make it worth the while to carry a trolling 
line especially adapted to them in every boat. 
The mainland here and around the numerous 
islands—Wolf, Carleton, Grenadier, Fox, Pow- 
derhorn, and no end of others—all furnished 
lurking places for the game fish. The sport at- 
tracted hither people from all parts of the coun- 
try, and the reputation of the waters for fishing 
was spread rapidly. 

The Judge was lured here by stories of great 
catches of black bass, and he determined to doa 
little fancy fishing. He had some of the best of 
rods; his tackle was unsurpassed for quality and 
quantity. He determined to make a day of it 
and write up fish stories for his friends’ reading 
and for the sporting papers. One day’s experi- 
ence, however, cured him of all desire, and he 
left in disgust, wafting with him a breeze of sul- 
phurous profanity. In starting out the Judge 


thought that 75 minnows would do for bait. 
He reasoned that if only 50 of them would live 
long enough to be of service and if a half dozen 
or 80 of these were to be lost he would still be 
able to hook over 40 good black bass with the 
remainder, Vhis would make a big enough mess 
for the first day. The man he hired as oarsman 
and general utility man is ono of the best in- 
formed fishermen at the cape. He did not ap- 

ear quite as sanguine as did the Judge, but the 
atter ascribed this to the man’s familiarity. How 
could you expect enthusiasm from a man who 
saw good fishing every day during the three 
Summer months or longer ¢ 

“ Steer for the best fishing grounds,” said the 
Judge, as he took his seat in the boat and settled 
himself comfortably down on a cushion and 
leaned up against the back ofa chair. The boat- 
man murmured something about ‘doing the 
best I can,” but the Judge was too busy getting 
out his rods and tackle to notice the despondent 
way in which the man spoke. Off they went, 
however, like a flash. The keen, sharp bow of 
the boat cut through the flashing waters like a 
knife blade and the graceful littie craft fairly 
bounded through the waves. There was life and 
activity inevery throb that the motion gave. 
After a while the speed slackened as the vessel 
drew near Wolf Island, the Judge put a lively, 
squirming minnow on his hook and threw out 
hisline. Easily and gradually the boat moved, 
parallel with the shore and just beyond some 
shoals. The water was about 12 or 15 feet deep 
and so clear that the smallest of objects 
on the river bottom were distinctly seen. 
Rocka, large and small, covered the bed 
of the stream. A_ slight wind, blowing 
off the shore, ruffied the surface. The sun 
partly obscured by clouds, gave just evough 
warmth to be pleasant, and there was no daz- 
zling reflection from the watery surface to blind 
the fisherman. The surroundings were pleasant. 
The easy rocking of the boat, the little epneting 
of the waves as they beat against its sides, an 
the gentle hum of bird and insect life, blended as 
they came out from the shore, all aided to make 
a man feel contented. There was only one thing 
wanting—a bite. Trolling was of no use. A man 
might as well pull a trolling line through a sewer. 
The Judge changed his minnows, and then he 
tried new tackle. Next he went to new ground. 
He shifted his base a dozen times or more. He 
tried still fishing. All to no purpose, After five 
hours of this kind of amusement he landed at 
Qarleton Island and partook of a lunch that he 
had thoughtfully taken with him. After his re- 
past he telt better and he thought he would re- 
sume his fishing. His afternoon’s experience 
was, however, only a repetition of what he had 
had earlier inthe day. Tired and disgusted, he 
folded up his rod, put away his tackle, and di- 
rected the boatman to pull for home. They had 
been out 10 hours, had covered 20 miles, and the 
Judge had had only two bites. He had no fish to 
show for his day’s sport. 

When he arrived at the boathouse he told the 
owner, Mr. Peo, that he did not believe there was 
a black bass in the whole river. 

Mr. Peo was amazed. ‘ Why, the river is full 
of them and I’ll show ’emto you if you’ll come 
with me.” So off they went. Mr. Peo’s mission 
was not altogether that of imparting informa- 
tion, He was after minnows. 

On getting near Wolf Island Mr, Peo scooped 
up with his nets alot of minnows for bait, and 
with them in quick succession he drew up a lot 
of black bass. In15 minutes he showed the Pro- 
fessor over 300 of the bass. The fish looked not 
only well but very fat, indeed. Mr. Peo threw 
back the black bass into the river. He did not 
want to spoil the fishing by scooping up this 
kind of fish in nets. The Professor grew thought- 
ful as hesaw the great number of black bass. 
‘+ Men might fish for hundreds of years with rods 
and lines and never hook all the fish,” he rea- 
soned. “Now, what has spoiled the fishing ?”’ 
In going up and down the river he had noticed 
the floats of numerous nets and he was con- 
vinced that the net fishing was responsible. 
But how could this be? It was evident that 
there was andis a tremendous quantity of black 
bass in the water. The fish were not lacking in 
numbers, that was certain. To make sure, how- 
ever, that net fishing was not the cause of the 
poor rod and line fishing the Judge determined 
to follow up some of the men who fish for a liy- 
ing and see what it was they really scooped up 
trom the river, 

He rigged up a small sail on one of the long 
sharp-pointed rowhoats and set out on his tour 
of exploration. Up and down he went and far 
out into the bays of Lake Ontario, On Fox 
Island, which is near where the St. Lawrence 
flows out of the lake, he sawa fishing smack 
fully laden come in. He went up to the fisher- 
men and opened a conversation. 

** What luck have you had ?” 

“Oh, pretty fair,” was the response, 

“ Catch any black bass ?”’ 

‘“*‘T guess we've got a couple.” 

“Is that all?” queried the Judge. 

“That’s all. You may look for yourself. We 
don’t get black bass in nets,” 

The Judge stepped forward on to the fishing 
boat. He liftea the canvas cover to the cock- 
pit. The floor was filled high with pike and 

ickerel. But of black bass the boat contained 

ust two—no more. These bass weighed about a 
pound and a half apiece. 

In conversation with the fishermen the Judge 
discovered that few black bass were taken in the 
nets. The men expressed their willingness to 
throw overboard all the black bass that were 
drawn in. “It ain’t the nets as spoils the fishing,” 
said one ofthem. ‘It’s the shad.” 

“The shad?” said the Judge. ‘‘Come now, 
that won’t go down. Shad can’t eat up black 
bass.” 

“Who said the shad ate the bass? It’s the 
bass that eat the shad.” 

* Well, suppose they do. How does that spoil 
the fishing.” 

“This way. Suppose you’ve had a good din- 
ner and some one olfers you another.’ D'ye think 
you would eat it, especially if it wasn’t as good as 
the first? Why, look here,” continued the fisher- 
man as he took up one of the black bass out of 
the boat and cut openits body. Two little shad 
about five or six inches in length dropped out of 
the bass, followed by the partly digested remains 
of others. It was evident that this particular fish 
had had enough for dinner. He was chock full. 
The second bass, on being opened, showed a 
similar condition of things. 

The fisherman, seeing the interest the Judge 
took in the matter, went on toexplain. ** You 
see that blanked fool Seth Green thought some 
years ago that what this river needed was shad. 
And he put in noendof ’em. Nobody up this 
way that [ kuow of ever saw a big shad taken 
out of the river, but there are millions of the 
little ones. They travel in tremendous shoals, 
and you can see’em jest covering the top of the 
water for acres sometimes. The black bass 
don't want any better eating. They just fill 
themselves with the young shad and then clear 
off. They don’t want any more, and they won't 
take minnows when they can get all the young 
shad they want. There are enough and more 
than enough shad to feed all the biack bass and 
all the muskallonge in these parts, Often just 
toward dusk you can see the shad jumping up 
in bunches out of the waves and the bass are 
folng for them and filling up on them. These 

ittle shad die in thousands, and they have been 
thrown up on the shores in such quantity that 
the stench from the rotting fish was too much 
for the stoutest stomacn to bear. What you 
want is something to kill the shad. Kill them 
and you'll have all the good black bass fishing 
you want.” 

This explanation looked plausible. The Judge 
made inquiries of boatmen, of. fishermen profes- 
sional aud amateur, of innkeepers and others. 





Al agreed that the black bass lishing, the great-

” charm in this neighborhood, has been greatly 
eclining of recent years, and is now worse than 
ever. A man who after fishing skillfully all day 
pay in @ half dozen bdlack bass is re- 
ed ashavinga pretty good catch. Men do 
come in after a day of it without a single one, 
It is true that they may fillup o fish box with 
rock bass, perch or pickerel, but these fail to 
satisfy a iove fur sport. Such fish as these, as 
they occur bereabout, give a pull or two on the 
line, and bend the rod for a second or two, but 
they give up easily, and it is only a question of 
pulling up so much dead weight. One might as 
well reel them up with a windlass, or keep 
polls up anchors or codfish all day as to haul 
nrock bass. And the pareh and pickerel are 
little better. It is a rare thing to strike a muskal- 
longe. In 10 days lere I have not yet seen one. 

But s0me one may suggest, **Why not catch 
the young shad and use them for bait?’ There 
is only one objection and that is fatal. The 
young shad won't live. They persist in dying 
quickly. no matter what care is taken to change 
the water in which they are kept. And you 
might justas well try and catch black bass with 
pork and beans for bait as to catch them with 
dead shad. 

It is getting tobe quite a serious thing round 
about here. If the black bass fishing is gone 
there are thousands and thousands of doliars 
which will be veurly diverted te other neighbor- 
hoods. A large number of hotels and boarding 
houses will suifer, and so will no end of persons 
engaged in boating and in acting as guides to 
strangers and Summer visitors. The only gleam 
of hope in the dark prospect was given by an 
enthusiastic amateur named Moulton, who has 
been coming here for a dozen years or more, 

** There will be good fishing by and by,” said 
he. “The black bass nultiply rapidly. They pro- 
tect their spawn, while the shad do not. Aftera 
while they will clear the river of shad and then 
there will be an enormous number of ravenous 
black bass in the stream who will jump for any- 
thing in the shape of bait without minding the 
nook attached to it. Then you will see sport 
again.’ 

Several hundreds--I may say thousands—-are 
hoping that the day for this is not far distant. 
In the meantime they are inventing new and 
strange oaths and uncouth combinations of them 
wherewith to express thelr opinion of the man 
or men who first put shaa into the river. 

But are the objectionable small fish really 
shad? There is considerable doubt expressed on 
this subject. The opinion of those best informed 
ig that the small fish upon which the bass feed 
are not shad but shadines or alewives, There is 
a story extant, for the truth of which I cannot, 
however, vouch, that the persons who started to 
stock the river with shad were themselves der 
ceived, and put in the spawn or the young of the 
shadines instead of the shad. Whatever the 
little fish may be there is no question but that 
they are a nuisance. 

To help along the fishing it is proposed to stock 
this end of the river with muskallonge this Fall. 
Some California trout have also been pnt in, and 
a hybrid trout has been made use of as weil. 
These fishes have not as yet been of much use to 
the angler. A few years hence, however, and 
there may be a decided change, which will be 
gratifying to the lovers of true sport who follow 
good old Izaak Walton's way. H. 1.

It 
was discovered that her lead keel and the wood 
work on the port side in the neighborhood of the 
centreboard trunk was somewhat damaged. 
When the Atlantic was about to leave New-York 
to jointhe New-York Yacht Club squadron, at 
New-London, for the cruise, an attempt was 
nade to ship her centreboard off Bay Ridge. A 
half gale of wind was blowing from the north- 
west, and there was a good deal of a sea 


in the Upper Bay. After two _ hours 
had been spent in (fruitless endeavors 
to ship it the board’ was hauled up 


along side, and the iron rod at the head of it 
was found bent almost at right angles with the 
board. The rod was straightened by means of 
a tackle while the yacht was being towed to 
City Island, and there in still water the board 
was shipped, The damage to her keel was done 
in the attempt to ship the board off Bay Ridge. 
It is thought that the condition of her keel had 
something to do with the bad showing she made 
on the cruise. The injury is not serious, how- 
ever, and sha will be made ready for the trial 
races, 

The Mayflower went on the ways at Communi- 
paw yesterday.

PINING FOR LIBERTY. 

George W. Evans, the youth who killed 
Thomas Currie in the Collegian flats and was 
convicted of manslaughter in the first degree and 
sentenced to imprisonment for 15 years, was be- 
fore Judge Potter, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
on awritof habeas corpus, yesterday. Currie, 
who was a colored man, was Evans’s successor 
in the janitorship of the Collegian flats. He and 
Evans quarreled and Currie was shot, Evans 
defended himself at his trial on the ground 
that Currie had attempted to shoot him. There 
was nobody else than Evans and Currie present 
at the time of the shooting, but the evidence re- 
specting the former’s movements prior to that 
event, backed up by Currie’s dying declaration, 
indicated that he had used his revolver in cold 
blood. On an appeal from his conviction the 
General Term of the Supreme Court decided 





that he should have a new trial, be- 
cause the trial Judge had erred in 
admitting Currie’s statement in evidence, 


it not having been made at a time when Currie 
believed himself to be in danger of death. Judge 
Barrett therefore admitted Evans to bail in 


$2,500 pending his new trial, but Evans has 
remained in jail, as he failed to get bail, His 


counsel, William F, Howe, moved yesterday for 
his release on his own recognizance or on nomi- 
nal bail, arguing that, the statement of Currie 
being out of the way, there was no possibility of 
his conviction. Assistant District Attorney 
Purdy opposed the motion. Judge Potter re- 
served his decision. 





MIOHAEL DAVITT INDORSED. 
Owing to the absence of a majority of the 
delegates at the Chicago convention there were 
only enough present last evening at the meet- 
ing of the Municipal Council of the Irish Na- 
tional League, at Justice Kelly’s court room, to 


constitute a quorum, The Corresponding Secre- 
tary was instructed to forward the following 
telegram to the convention: 

“The New-York Municipal Council sends frater- 
nal Freeting. May your wise action encourage Ire. 
land’s truest friends the world over.” 

Patrick Gleason introduced resolutions in- 
dorsing Michael Davitt's recent speech in Chi- 
cago, affirming the exclusive right of the Irish 
people at home to lay down the lines on which 
the struggle for home rule shall be conducted, 
and condemning Congressman Finnerty’s physi- 
cal force oration. The resolutions were adopted 
after considerable discussion. A committee was 
appointed to ascertain if the Irish Parliamentary 
delegates will be willing to accept a reception 
by the Municipal Council on their return from 
Chicago. The committee was given power, 
should the answer he favorable, to make the 
necessary arrangements. 








A QUAKING TENEMENT. 

An old-fashioned three-storied. building, 
at No. 147 Leofard-street, nearly wen‘ to pieces 
in the rainstorm of Monday night. It was occu- 
pied by six families, and belongs to the estate of 
Rosina Lynch. James D. Lynch, of New-Lon- 


don, Conn., is the Executor, and Alexander Pat- 
ten the agent. On Monday the adjoining build- 
ing was taken down to makeroom for a new one. 
The foundation wall of No. 147 was exposed, and 
the rain had such an effect on it that the wester- 
ly wall was cracked from base to coping. Agent 
Patten ordered the inmates to vacate the prem- 
ises. They refused to do so until they had re- 
moved their furniture, Although the building 
seemed about to fall, they were engaged in the 
work when the Captain of Engine Company No. 
30, Leonard-street, ordered them to desist, They 
found shelter in a neighboring tenement. The 
building will be torn down at once.

IN THE RAILWAY WORLD 


TO BE BROUGHT BEFORE THE 
TRUNK LINE MANAGERS. 
THE BALTIMORE “AND OHIO’S THROUGH 
FREIGHT—THE PENNSYLVANIA’S PART 

IN THE TROUBLES. — 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is still 
without a freight outlet from this city, and the 
impression was pretty generalin railroad quar- 
ters yesterday that the fact would be referred to 
ina pointed manner by the representative of the 
Pennsylvania Road at to-day’s meeting of 
the trunk line pool. The Pennsylvania, 
it is also expected, will make charges of 
rate cutting against members of the pool, as it 
has been an open secret for some time that rates 
have not been strictly maintained by more than 
one road. In the first place the Pennsylvania 
was none too willing to enter the pool, and its 
dissatisfaction has been steadily increasing, both 
on account of the alleged rate cutting by the 
Vanderbilt roads and by the inability of the Bal- 


timore and Ohio Road to carry through freight, 
though it obtains its percentage. 

When the pool was formed, according to anum- 
ber of trunk line officials, it was suggested that 
any infraction of the agreement should be fol- 
lowed by a fine. President Roberts was opposed 
to the measure. The result of the meeting of the 
trunk line Presidents would be quite as binding, 
he thought, without such arestriction. A clause 
was put in the contract to cover the 
disability of a road to perform its work. It 
provide that a proportionate amount of 
the month's allotment should be deducted 
for each idle day. According to this 
clause Baltimore and Qhio will lose four days’ 
work. In the past six months the pool roads, it 
is said, have earned from $150,000 to $950,000 a 
month more than they have done in rate-cutting 

eriods.. The pool contract provides that any 

issatisfied road may terminate its agreement on 
Dec. 31 by giving notice of its intention on Oct. 
1 to Commissioner Fink. No agreement, it 1s un- 
derstood, can be terminated except the notice be 
given. It was said yesterday ne President Gar- 
rett had telegraphed from Europe his desire to 
keep his contract. 

It was denied by Pennsylvania officials Teeter 
day that the refusal of the New-York and Balti- 
more Transportation Company to earry BalvJ- 
more and Ohio freight was caused by the Penn- 
sylvania’s refusal to allow the Transportation 
Company to use the Raritan Canal. The Trans-

SEEKING A SETTLEMENT. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Aug. 17.—The meeting 
to be held in New-York, Thursday, of the present 
stockholders of the Mississippi Valley and Ship 
Island and the Vicksburg and Memphis Rail- 
roads, now running under the name of the Louis- 
ville, New-Orleans and Texas Railroad, and the 
representatives of the original owners of the 
two charters, is with the purpose of reach- 
ing some agreement whereby further _liti- 
gation may be avoided. In March, 1882, 
Martin an others solid the charters to 
R. YT. Wilson, of New-York. for a certain 
amount of honds and stocks. Mr. Wilson imme- 
diately constructed the road now known as the 
Louisville, New-Orleans and Texas. In 1883 
some difference in regard to the terms of the sale 
arose, and on Sept. 7, 1883, suit was brought by 
Mr. Martin to compel Wilson to comply with the 
terms of the original agreement, which, it is said, 
was that Wilson should pay, on the completion 
of the road from Memphis to New-Orleans, 

ee in stock and bonds to the Martin syn- 
cate. 

In August, 1884, a compromise was made, in 
which the Martin syndicate agreed to receive, 
in full satisfaction, $2,000,000 in second mort- 
gage bonds and stock, which was to be divided 
as follows; E. Martin, $500,000; estate of L. A. 
Campbell, $300,000; Gen. N. H. Harris, $150,- 
000; estate of William P. Hunt, of Boston, 
$150,000; Hobart & Smith, of New-York, $500,- 
000; estate of George M. Kline, $150,000; A, B. 
Pittman, attorney’s fees, $250,000. On Feb. 16, 
1885, Mr. Pittman, attorney, filed an amending 
supplemental bill in the Chancery Court here 
and in the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of Mississippi seeking to can- 
cel the first mortgage bonds of the Louisville, 
New-Orleans and Texas Railroad, amounting to 
$20,500,000 as being issued in violation of the 
compromise and of a pending injunction. Here 
the matter has rested, and it is now thoughta 
final compromise will be made. Mr, Martin and 
Mr. Pittman are in New-York. 


THE PASSENGER RATE WAR. 

The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany are forcing the fight vigorously for the 
Western passenger business, The cut first-class 
rate of $15 to Chicago is reduced at the cut-rate 
offices to $13 and $13 50, and the second-class 
rate of +13 has been lowered to $12 50. Atthe 
Baltimore and Ohio offices, even, less than $15 
will be taken for a first-class ticket, The friends 
of the pool lines, whose rates are $20 and $17 
for first and second-class tickets respectively, 
say that the Baltimore and Ohio is paying acom- 
mission to the cut-rate dealers to push its tick- 
ets. Non: of the pool lines have taken any steps 
to meet these cuts, and their representatives say 
that none will be taken. 

The Baltimore and Ohio pays $5 30 fora Penn- 
sylvania Railroad ticket to Baltimore, and this 
leaves it only $7 70 for carrying a passenger 
from Baltimore to Chicago at $13. The result of 
the cut has been to increase the passenger traffic 
over the Baltimore and Ohio to the West from 
100 to 200 and 250 per day. 











CINCINNATY’S TUNNEL. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 17.—Suit was brought 
to-day by the Cincinnati Tunnel Company to 
quiet its title to the old tunnel under Walnut 
Hills. This tunnel, when completed, will be two 
miles long and will afford the best railroad en- 
trance to the city. The work of constructing it 
was begun 35 years ago. Half a mile of the tun- 
nel was built at a cost of $750,000, when the 
company prosecuting the work became involved 
in litigation and the enterprise was abandoned. 
It is now revived by a new company, which has 
$2,000,000 to put into the tunnel and a belt rail- 
road as soon as the title is perfected, It is stated 
that New-York capitalists will take a large share 
of the new company’s securities.

THE WEST ALABAMA. 

Mosixz, Ala., Aug. 17.—The city authori- 
ties to-day granted the right of way through the 
city to the Mobile and West Alabama, formerly 
known as the Alabama Grand Trunk, Railway.

Jackson, Ala., 56 miles, in six months, and to 
some Northern connection in one yoar and a half.

Itis believed the new road 
will be an outlet for the East Tennessee system, 
as some of the leading men of that system are 
large stockholders in the West Alabama.

The first mortgage bondholders of the 
Chicago and Atlantic Railroad Company met 
yesterday at the office of the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company. V. T. Malott, one of the Trust- 
ees, presided. Out of $6,500,000 of bonds 
$5,846,000 were represented. James H. Bene- 
dict represented $5,375,000. The meeting 1n- 
structed the Trustees to declare the principal of 
the mortgage due and to take proceedings to 
foreclose it. It then appointed James H. Bene- 
dict, John J. McCook, and George Sherman a 
purchasing committee. The latter will probably 
not take any action before the holders of other 
securities are consulted. 

The Directors of the Saratoga Lake Railroad 
Company and of the Hoosac Tunnel and Sara- 
toga Railroad Company entered into a contract 
on July 12 to consolidate, under the name of the 
Troy, Saratoga and Northern Railroad Company. 
Ata apecial meeting of stockholders yesterday, 
in the Equitable Building, the action of the Di- 
rectors was approved. The new road when com- 
yeted will run in a northerly direction from 

roy, through Lansingburg, Waterford, Mechan- 
iesville, Saratoga, and Schuylerville. It will pro- 
vide the shortest route from this city to the 
Adirondacks and points beyond. The company’s 
officials were unable to state yesterday when 
work would be begun.

W. A. Gilfillan, of New-Haven, Conn,, died of 
peritonitis at Pueblo, Col., Monday evening.

A London dispatch announces the death of the 
Rev. William James Early Bennett, M. A.,a well 


known clergyman of the Church of England and the 
author of numerous theological works. He wus 81 
years old. 

Thomas L, Prichard, who was the champion 
fly caster of the world, and who, although he was 
only 23 years old, won first place in the National Ply- 
casters’ Tournament in Central Park in October, 
1884, died _on Saturday afternoon at his parents’ 
home, No, 284 Hewes-street, Brooklyn. His funeral 
occurred yesterday afternoon. 


John M. Hutchinson, one of the best, most 
active,and most faithful Fire Commissioners Buffalo 


ever had, died suddenly yesterday of neuralgia of 
the heart. He was 65 years old, and quite wealthy, 
his property having been made out of the leather 
bnsiness, in which he was engaged from 1851 to 
1867. The City Halland fire houses of Buffalo are 
being draped in honor of his memory. 


Henry O’Reilly, the first editor of the first 
daily newspaper published in Rochester, the 4dver- 
tiser, died at 8 o’clock last evening in that city. He 


was born in Carriekmacross, Ireland, on Feb. 6, 
1806, and came to this country when 10 years oid. 
He worked as an apprentices on the New-York 
Columbian, and was afterward assistant editor of 
the New-York Patrioc, which was instrnmental in 
electing DeWitt Clinton Governor in 1824. He was 
instrumental in organizing the New-York, Albany, 
and Buffalo Telegraph Company, and was prominent 
in many other public enterprises. 

Joseph M. Brown died at Jersey City yester- 
day in his eightieth year. He was born on a farm in 
Orange County, near Middletown, in 1£07, and left 
home to seek his fortune when 14. After acting asa 
clerk for several years in various places in Sussex 
County, N. J., he opened a grocery store at Decker 
town, and subsequently became the proprietor of a 
hotel there, ter he removed to Newburg and 
became a partner in the firm of Crawford, 
Mailer & Co, who did a large whole 
sale provision business, and owned a ficet 
of barges and steamboats which plied between 
that town and New-York. In 1845 he moved to 
Jersey 7 and became a member of the firm of 
Stillwell & Brown, which carried en the provision 
business at No. 72 Cortlandt-street, New-York, until 
1960, when both of the partners retired. Since then 

r. Brown has not been engaged in any active busi- 
ness. He was one of the charter Directors in the 
old Ocean Bank and the Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company of this city, and in the Second National 
Bank of Jersey City and the Jersey City Fire Insur- 
ance Company, being one of the Vice-Presideuts of 
the latter institution at the timeof his death, In 
1856 he was elected an Alderman of Jersey City and 
served two terms. In 1826 he married Phebe Lane 
ot Unionville, N. Y., who survives him. They had 
two children. A daughter, Pamela, now dead, mar. 
ried the Rev. Jonathan K. Burr, of the Methodist 
Church, who was one of the members of the commis- 
sion which revised the Bible. Eber L., the other 
child, is now a farmer at Unionville. The funeral 
will take place from his home, No. 291 York-street, 
Jersey City, to-morrow at 2 P. M., and the intermeng

OOMMISSIONER OBERLY Dk- 
FENDS ITS METHODS. 

A REPLY TO THE CHARGES OF SENATORS 
PLUMB AND INGALLS THAT THE 


BOARD IS USED FOR PARTISAN ENDS. 
ov the Editor of the New-York Times: 





Several times since the adjournment of

sion, and lay all the matters complained about 
by them at the door of their own party. In the 
first place. permit me to state exactly what Sen- 
ators Plumb and Ingalls have charged against the

with a Democratic majority. During the debate | 


in the Senate on the proposition to give to the 
Civil Service Commission one additional clerk of 
class 1, Senator Hawley, of Connecticut, said: 

“TI will say, for the benefit of the Senator from 
North Carolina, [Mr. Vance,] that the majority of 
the Civil Service Commission is Democratic, and 
sarnestly endeavoring to enforce the law.” 

Senator Frye, of Maine, interrupted, saying:

The debate was continued for some time, when 
Senator Plumb, of Kansas, said: 


“ The Senator from Connecticut says the commis- 
sion is doing its duty, and Iam not disposed to dis. 
pute it; but if the commission is doing its duty the 
law is utterly failing in doing its duty and is entire- 
ly different from whatit was supposed to be when 
enacted. The Commissioner of Pensions was before 
& committee of the Senate some’ weeks ago and had 
something to say about the operations of the law. 


throngh the medium of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, and of those 71 or 72 were Democrats that he 
knew of, and he was not positive of the politics of 
the other five.” 

Then the Senator added:

“Tf this [appointments of special pension exam- 
iners) does not ring the bell on the enforcement of 
the civil service law by this Administration, then I 
certainly miss my understanding. * * * I donot 
wonder that the Senator from Indiana, with his usual 
liberality, proposes to furnish this commission with 
additional clerical force to carry ont these ideas. 
have no doubt that if the clerical force had been suf- 
ficient the politics of the five other men would have 
been Democratic, and that the only reason why these 
tive were of unknown politics out of the 77 was be- 
cause the commission did not have clerical force 
enough to inspect around about the history and an- 
tecedents of those who have been certified up in or- 
der to enable them to make the selection so that they 
would be in accordance with the political sentiments 
of the party in power. If the Senator from Con- 
necticut, whom believe to be sincere in his sup- 
pore of the law, will state again, after reading i 

hat he thinks, notwithstanding the fact that the ma- 
jority of this commission are Democrats, it is carry- 
ing out in its spirit the purposes for which the law 
was enacted I certainly shali be much surprised. If 
he desires to vote for additional clerical help to a 
commission that so manages to steer this business 
that out of 77 men appointed in the Pension Office 
72 are of the Democratic Party and five non-par- 
tisans, or unknown or not classified in politics, then 
he certainly is more easily satisfied than I would sup- 
pose he would be.” 

The charges made by the distinguished Sena- 
tors from Kansas may be summed up as follows: 
The Civil Service Commission, as now constitut- 
ed with a Democratic majority, has, by using its 
Democratic clerks and examiners, ascertained 
the polines of applicants for the position of 
special examiners in the Pension Office, and 
after obtaining this information has refused to 
= Republicans to pass the examinations, 

ut has passed Democrats, andin this way has 
packed with Democrats the register of persons 
eligible for appointment as special pension ex- 
aminers, thus giving to the Democratic Coim- 
missioner of Pensions an opportunity to select 
and appoint Democrats only. It has also been 
charged that, with the intention of making easy 
the work of obtaining Democrats for the grade 
of special pension examiner, the Civil Service 
Commission, as now constituted with a Demo- 
cratic majority, has made an order thatin re- 
sponse to every requisition for cligibles of this 
grade the whole list of eligibles shall be certified 
tothe Democratic appointing officer. It has 
been stated in this connection that the Civil 
Service Commission, as now constituted with a 
Democratic majority, certified to the Democratic 
Commissioner of Pensions at one time the names 
of 405 persons who had been examined for 
special pension examiners, who had been ex- 
amined and graded by the commission and its 
Democratic examiners and clerks. 

Senator Harrison, of Indiana, supporting these 
charges by ingenious innuendo, forcibly re- 
marked: ‘ The question here raised is as to the 
faithfulness ofthe administration of the law.” 
No Democratic Senator contradicted the charges 
thus made against the Civil Service Commission 
as now constituted with a Democratic majority, 
and no Republican Senator better informed than 
Senators Plumb and Ingalls took issue with 
those gentlemen. In view of these facts, the 
silence of the Civil Service Commission, as now 
constituted with a Democratic majority, its 
silence concerning the serious charges made 
against it on the floor of the Senate and now be- 
ing repeated by the public press, has been, it ap- 
pears, construed iuto an admission by the com- 
mission of the truthfulness of those charges. 
Therefore, a statement of the facts of this mat- 
ter is submitted in this paper. 

In 1884 Mr. Arthur. a Republican, was Presi- 
dent; Mr. Teller, a Republican, was Secretary of 
the Interior; the Civil Service Commission was 
Republican in its majority; Mr. Dudlgy, a Re- 
publican, was Commissioner of Pensions; and in 
that year there was a Presidential election. The 
actot July 7. 1884, authorized the appointmentof 
an additional 150 special examiners for the Pen- 
sion Office. It was provided that these officers 
should be appointed under the Civil Service act, 
by examination and certification. On July 8, 
last Presidential election year, the day after the 
special pension examiners were authorized by 
law. the Civil Service Commission, as then con- 
stituted with a oe majority, made haste 
to certify to the mmissioner of Pensions the 
whole list of persons eligible for appoint- 
ment as special examiners. The Commis- 
sioner of Pensions was at that time 
Col. Dudley, a Republican of ability. This 
distinguished non-partisan gained renown as 
2 man who stood above party considerations by 
filing what malice says would have been only a 
temporary resignation of his office if his pesty 
had not been defeated, and going into Indiana 
and Ohio in the red heat of the Presidential con- 
test for the purpose of telling pensioners and 
would-be pensioners and their friends that he 
wished them to vote correctly by voting the 
Republican ticket. This pronounced non-parti- 
san, Who was wang +4 shocked by the suggestion 
that he might use his office to the advantage of 
his party, pondered during 11 days upon the 
whole list of special pension examiner eligi- 
bles which had been kindly furnished to him 
the Civil Service Commission as then constitute’ 
with a Republican ee ee during 
11 days over the list, probably in his anxiety to 
do no injustice to any Democratic eligible, and 
then selected 26 of the 150 special examiners 
and sent them ‘into the field” to work for the 
Government, as that word was then understood 
by all true Republicans. 

On July 18, last Presidential election year, the 
Civil Service Commission, as then constituted 
with a Republican majority, agreed to advise 
President Arthur to approve special rule No. 8, 
as follows: 

“Appointments tothe 150 placesin the Pension 
Office provided to be filled by the act of July 7, 
1884, except sofaras they may he filled by promo- 
tions, must be separately apportioned by the ap- 
pointing power in as near coniormity to the second 
section of the act of Jan. 16, 1883, as the need of 
filling them eromeey and the residence and qualifi- 
cations of the applicants will permit.” 

Following the advice of the commission the 
President approved this rule on July 22, last 
Presidential election year. On July 26 the Civil 
Service Commission, as then constituted with a 
Republican majority, declared as follows: 

“ Resolved, In view of the fact that tho duties of 
special examiners, under the actof July 17, 188 
are of such a nature as make business capacity an 
experience of greater importance than literary at- 

nments, and, as no probationary period is given 
in said appointments of special examiners, that the 
minimum standing in grading the ations 
shall be 50 per cent.” 

Will it be observed by the honorable Senators

The 
head of the department that made the requisi- 
tions for the whole list of men eligible for special 
examiners was a Republican. And Mr. Allison, 
a Republican Senator, says that all of the men 
appointed in 1884 as special pension examiners 
were Republicans. Senator Voorhees said, in 
debate heretofore referred to in this paper: 

“I desire to say that the first 72 special pension 
examiners appointed by Gen. Black after he came 
into office were every one of them Republicans.” 

To which Mr. Allison, interrupting, replied: 

“Thatis, he retained one-halfof the force of 150 
Republicans.” 

Certainly Senator Allison understood what he 
was saying when he said this. He understood 
he was saying that all of the 150 special pension 
examiners obtained by the Republican Commis- 
sioner of Pensions in 1884—that were obtained 
by the processes of the Civil Service act admin- 
istered by a Civil Service Commission Republic- 
an in its majority—were Republicans. 

But Senator Teller, who was in 1884 Repub- 
lican Secretary of the Interior, did not agree 
with Senator Allison. He claimed that allof the 
special examiners appointed in 1884 were not 
Republicans. Among the examiners there were, 
he said, some Democrats, but he frankly admit- 
ted that “the great mass of them were, of 
course, Republicans.” Certainly Senator Teller 
understood what he was saying when he said 
this, but he should have favored the Senate 
with an explanation. In 1884 tke Civil 
Service act was in foree, and it was, all 
Republicans affirm, administered with unparti- 
san fairness by a commission Republican in its 
majority, and yet the special pension examiners 
obtained in 1884 by the non-partisan processes 
of the law were all or nearly all Republicans. 
Were these Republican special examiners un- 
fairly obtained? How could they have been? 
At that time the Civil Service Commission was 
Republican in its majority and honest—of course. 
The Secretary of the Interior, to whom the com- 
mission certitied the whole eligible list for the 
uses of the Commissioner of Pensions, was a Re- 
publican and honest—of course. The Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, who selected the names from 
the list, was a Republican and honest—of course. 
The Civil Service Examiners who conducted the 
examinations and — all theapplicants were 
Republicans and honest—of course. Therefore 
is not the conclusion irresistible that by the 
processes of the Civil Service act nearly if not 
an entire force of Republican special pension 
examiners was honestly obtained in 1884, last 
Presidential election year ? 

All Republicans will assert this, and therefore 
I desire to ask all Republicans, including the 
honorable Senators who have been making 
charges against the Civil Servico Commission, as 
now constituted with a Democratic majority, 
several questions. Suppose that in 1884 the 
President had been a Democrat, the Secretary of 
the Interior a Democrat, the Commissioner of 
Pensions a Democrat, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion Democratic in its majority, all the Civil Serv- 
ice Examiners Democrats; suppose that in that 
year, the year of the last Presidential election, 
all these officers being Democrats, Congress had 
authorized the appointment of 150 special pen- 
sion examiners to be sent out among the people;

that the next day after the authorizing law had 
become eilective the Democratic Civil Service 
Commission, without any good reasons for so 
doing, had certified tothe Democratic appoint- 
ing officer the whole list of special examiner 
eligibles; suppose that the Democratic Civil 
Service Commission had then made haste to re- 
duce the minimum grade of eligibility from 65 
per cent. to 50 per cent., explaining the action 
by saying that more men of business capacity 
and experience could be obtained from among 
applicants who, by examination. could get a 
grade of only 50 percent. than from among 
applicants who could get 65 per cent.; suppose 
that after doing this the Democratic 
Civil Service Commission had certified to the 
Democratic Commissioner of Pensions at one 
time 324 names, at another time 78, and at an- 
otber time 341; suppose that the Democratic 
Commissioner of Pensions bad then selected, 
from certifications made to himin this way, 89 
special pension examiners, selecting the re- 
mainder of the 150 examiners from clerks in his 
oftice, and it had turned out that all, or nearly 
all—the great mass of them, as Senator Teller 
expresses it—had been Democrats; suppose all 
these things, and what would all the Republic- 
ans havesaid? Would not the general Repub- 
lican voice have declared that the Civil Service 
act had been perverted from its purpose by an 
unfaithful Democratic Civil Service Commission, 
a prejudiced Democratic Sevretary of the In- 
terior, and a manipulating Commissioner of 
Pensions? Would not the whole land have been 
vocal with this charge? 

Let us now pass from Republican to Demo- 
cratic Administration. In 1885 Mr. Cleveland, a 
Democrat, was President; Mr. Lamar, a Demo- 
crat, was Secretary of the Interior; Gen. Black, 
a Democrat, was Commissioner of Pensions, and 
after November of that year the Civil Service 
Commission was Democratic in its majority. 

The act of March 3, 1885, authorized the ap- 
pointment of an additional 150 special pension 
examiners for the Pension Office, to be obtained 
under the Civil Service act by examination and 
certification. It is charged that under the opera- 
tions of thislaw the Democratic Commissioner 
of Pensions secured 72 Democrats out of 77 spe- 
cial examiners selected by him. This was done, 
the Republican Senators Plumb and Ingalls and 
all the Republican newspapers say: 

First—By the Civil Service Commission, Demo- 
cratic in its majority, and the Democratic exam- 
iners and clerks of the commission, ascertaining 
the politics of the + pom for examination, 
and then allowing cGuly Democrats to pass and 
get upon the register of persons eligible for ap- 
pointment as special pension examiners. 

Second—By the action of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, Democratic in its majority, certifying 
to the Commissioner of Pensions the whole list of 
eligibles for —— pension examiner. 

Mark how plain a tale will put down these 
partisan falsehoods and prove that most of the 
matters complained of were done while the 
Civil Service Commisssion was yet Republican 
in its majority, and while the examiners and 
clerks of the commission were the same Repub- 
lican examiners and clerks that supplied the list 
of pose eligible for special examiners in 1884. 

n the 16th of July, 1885, the Civil Service 
Commission, as then constituted with a Repub- 
lican majority, advised President Cleveland to 
appreve special rule No, 4, almost a copy of 
special rule No. 3, which, upon the advice of the 
samo Republican commission, had been a 
proved by President Arthur in 1885. This rulo 
required the appointing oificer, instead of the 
Civil Service Comuission, to apportion the 150 
special examiners among the States and Terri- 
tories, and it therefore gave to the appointing 
power the right to have the whole list of persons 
eligible for that pore On July 24, 1885, the 
President approved this rule, and on July 20 the 
Civil Service Commission, as then constituted 
with a Republican majority, certified the names 


of 337 persons, the whole list of persons eligible . 


for special pension examiners. On Aug. 5, 11, 
and 15 14 other eligibles were certitied. 

On the 15th of August there were therefore 
in the hands‘of the Democratic Commissioner of 
Pensions the names of 351 persons eligible for 
the grade of special pension examiner.

reform principles, had anything to do with put- 
ting the names of these men upon the eligible 
register. Here are 26 more of Gen. Black’s 72 
Democrats accounted for, every one of them fur- 
nished to his hand by a Civil Service Commission 
Republican in its majority and by Republican 
Civil Service Examiners and clerks. 

The other 21 of the 72 Democrats obtained by 
the Democratic Commissioner of Pensions in 
1885 were obtained by certification of the whole 
list of eligibles made to him after thé commission 
had become Democratic in its majority, and it 
must not be forgotten that the name of no man 
who was not examined, aud whose examination 
papers were not marked by Republican exaimin- 
ers, was ever put on the register of persons eligi- 
ble for appointmentas yon pension examiners. 

Now let me ask what has been shown in this 
paper. Clearly that 89 of the 150 special pen- 
sion examiners obtained by the machinery of 
the Civil Service act in 1884 were obtained from 
certifications of the whole list of eligibles made 
by a Civil Service Commission Republican in its 
majority; that these clgibles were procured by 
examinations conducted by Republican Civil 
Service Examiners, and that the great mass, 
if not all, of the 150 special examin- 
ers selected in that year by the Re- 
publican Commissioner of Pensions were 
Republicans. What else has been shown? 
Clearly that of the 150 special pension exam- 
iners selected by the Democratie Commissioner 
of Pensions in 1885 about 73 were of the 150 ap- 
pointed in 1884 and were all Republicans; that 
72 were Democrats and 5 of unknown politics. 
It las also been shown that of the special pen- 
sion examiners obtained by the Democratic Com- 
missioner of Pensions 51 were obtained from lists 

repared by the Civil Se1vice Commission while 

t was Republican in its majority and by Repub- 
lican Civil Service Examiners and clerks. Tho 
other Democratic . special pension examiners 
obtained by the Democratic Commissioner of 
Pensions were obtained, it is true, after the Civil 
Service Commission had become Democratic in 
its majority, but not one of the Democratic Pen- 
sion Examiners was ever obtainecavho had not 
been examined by Republican Civil Service Ex- 
aminers and whose nage had not been put upon 
an eligible register made py Republican clerks 
under the jealous eye of a careful and competent 
Republican Chief Examiner. 

And in this connection it may be stated that 
the Civil Service Commission, as now consti- 
tuted with a Democratic majority, is not respon- 
sible for the practice of certifying the whole Hist 
of eligibles to the appointing officer. That 
practice was commenced by the Civil Service 
Commission when it was Republican in its ma- 
ority. Tho Civil Service Commission was not 

emocratic in its majority until after Gen. 
Black, as Commissioner of Pensions, had select- 
ed 123 of his special pension examiners, and the 
remaining 27 special examiners were appointed 
from eligible registers supplied by examinations 
couducted by Republican Civil Service Exam- 
iners. And more thanthis: The Civil Service 
Commission, since it became Democratic in its 
majority,bas discontinued the practice of certify- 


and has declared that only four names, taken 
from among those graded highest on the eligible 
register of pension examiners, shall be cer- 
tified for the purpose of filiing a vacancy 1n that 
grade; that certifications shall be made for the 
purpose of filling vacancies in the grade of spe- 
cial pension examiner, in the same way that 
certifications are made to fill vacancies in any 
other cluss or grade. Thus it is made manifest 
that Senators Plumb and Ingalls have made 
false charges against the Civil Service Commis- 
sion as now constituted with a Democratic ma- 
jority; that they have shot venomous arrows at 
Democratic officials and have hit their own 
friends. 

In concluding this paper I desire to say that 
the Democratic members of the Civil Service 
Commission will not permit anxicty for the suc- 
cess of their party to induce them to wander 
into any of the by-paths that lead away from the 
broad highway of the civil service reform move- 
ment. They are determined that the Civil Serv- 
ice act shall be executed in its spirit as well 
as its letter, and that the merit system shall be 
strengthened by their official acts. Ail they can 
do will be done to perfect the competitive sys- 
tem of appointments to the civil service, and 
to this end they have made the examinations of 
the commission non-partisan by reversing the 
practice of their Republican predecessors in 
the commission, who made of Republic- 
an partisans the Chief Examiner and 
all the members of all the LExamin- 
ing Boards. Upon the suggestion of the 
Democratic members of the commission a 
Republican has been appointed Chief Examiner, 
and by an order of the commission made by its 
Democratic members the Customs and Postal 
Boards of Examiners cannot now, as under Re- 
publican administration, be constituted entirely 
of members of one political party. Every Re- 
publican who desires to enter the civil service 
through the competitive examination door may 
therefore be assured that the fact that he is a 
Republican will not make more aiflicult his en- 
trance than would be the entrance of a Demo- 
crat, and every Democratic applicant will learn, 
if he does not already know, that the fact that 
he is a Democrat will not make easier his en- 
trance than would be the entrance of a Repub- 
lican.

CITIZENSHIP IN INDIAN NATIONS. 

Vinita, Indian Territory, Aug. 17.—A 
new order of the Interior Department has just 
been promulgated, which will be of importance 
in the Cherokee Nation. Many applications for 
citizenship in various Indian nations are being 
made. For five years an order has been in 
vogue authorizinig the United States Indian 
Agent to examine the claims, and when it ap- 
pears probable that they are founded on facts 
and entitled to credence, to issue what is termed 
“prima facie certificates” entitling the party 
to reside here until the matter is finally dis- 
posed of. This order was, of course, taken ad- 
vantage of by many importers, who knew that 
in all probability they would be unmolested for 
years. This order has now been rescinded, but 
the repeal is to have no retroactive effect. In 
the future no “ prime facie certiticates” will be 
issued. Hereafter all applicants will be re- 
quired to remain outside the nation until their 
status has been ascertained and their cases 
acted upon,

LATE NEWS OF A YOUNG ROAMER. 

Fifteen years ago Capt. George August 
Beling, a prosperous business man of this city, 
was residing at Bayonne with two sons anda 
daughter, Nicholas, the. younger son, about 16 
years old, was of a roving disposition and dis- 
liked the prospect of a business career, which his 
father had marked out for him here. He tooka 
letter of credit on Moore & Co., of Melbourne, 
and sailed for Australia. A few months later 
his father received a letter from him postmarked 
“Sydney, New South Wales,’ in which he said 
that he had entered into partnership with a man 
and was about to depart for the gold flelds. 
Then he dropped out of sight, although his 
brother, George A. Beling, a member of the Pe- 
troleum Exchange, frequently wrote to him. 

On Monday an advertisement appeared in an 
evening paper, requesting Capt. Beling, or, if he 
should be dead, his surviving relatives, to com- 
municate with Arthur Bubitt, a “next of kin 
agent,” at the Arcade, Sydney, as he had in- 
formation that would prove advantageous. 
George A. Beling knew nothing of the ad- 
vertisement until it was shown to him by a 
Trmes reporter yesterday. When he realized 
that it gave him the first news of his brother's 
death he was much affected, although his rela- 
tives had long considered Nicholas Beling dead.

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ANARCHISTS DEFENSE. 


CAPT. BLACK, THE LEADING COUNSEL, 
BEGINS HIS ARGUMENT. 

Cnroaco, Aug. 17.—This was the fiftieth 
day of the trial of the Anarchists. Capt. Black; 
the Jeading counsel for tne defense, began the 
closing plea for the prisoners. He claimed that 
in acase like the one under consideration the 
people must show who did the deed—wha 
threw the bomb—and in order to convict 
the prisoners must show that they were 


directiy connected with the lty man. 
He argued that the defendants could not be con- 
victed as accessories before the fact. Ee said that 
the State had all through this ease attempted to 
secure a conviction by appealing to the jury’s 
prejudice and passion, and by declaring that tho 
purity of our institutions depended on the pum 
shment of these men. 

Capt. Black then took up the line adopted by 
the attorneys who had preceded him for the de 
fense. Heurged that Gilmer was not to be 
credited, and that while Thompson's story was 
less vulnerable, still he had been directly con- 
tradicted in various essentials by four witnesses 
for the defense. 

After having reviewed the circumstantial evi- 
dence concerning various defendants, tho speaker 
said the prosecution proved that Lingg gave 
some bombs to one Lehmann, who buried tho 
missiles in or near Ogden’s Grove, where they 
remained until dug up by the officers under the 
guidance of Lehmann. This certainty did not 
prove that Liugg gave the bombs to be thrown 
at the Haymarket meeting. Capt. Black claimed 
that Lingg,as a bomb maker, could not even 
be brought into connection with Socialism 
or Anarchism becanse, as a member of the Cab- 
inctmakers’ Union, he only carried out the order 
of that organization to make certain experi- 
ments. In this connection Capt. Black ra 
iterated a former statement that no distributor 
or middleman,in the handling of dynamite or 
other dangerous explosives, could be held rer 
sponsible as an accessory to any murder com- 
mitted by means of these explosives. Referring 
to Seliger’s testimony impeaching Lingg, the 
speaker sharply criticised the prosecution for 
what he termed making a bargain with an old 
and experienced criminal in_ order to put tho 
noose around a boy’s neck. Regarding the testi- 
mony of accomplices, Capt. Black said the jurors 
must exercise the utmost caution. 

At this point several of the jurors requested 
an adjournment for the day, and it was ordered. 

Yapt. Black announced that he would finish to- 

morrow forenoon, and in the afternoon State 
Attorney Grinnell will begin the ¢losing argu- 
ment. 


A NEW STEAMER FOR THE HUDSON. 

NEwsureG, N. Y., Aug. 17.—The Homer 
Ramsdell Transportation Company to-day 
awarded the contracts for constructing their pro- 
posed new steel passenger and freight steamer, 
Homer Ramsdell, which is to ply between New- 
burg and New-York as companion boat to the 
steamer Newburg, recently consiructed by 
Neatie & Levy, of Philadelphia. All of the work 


upon the steamer is to be done by Newburg par- 
ties. The hull is to be constructed by Thomas §. 
Marvel & Co., the engine and boilers are to be 
furished by William Wright, of the Washington 
Iron Works, and the joiner work is to be done by 
Thomas Shaw’s Sons. The Homer Ramsdell is 
to be 214 feet in length over ali, 33 feet breadth 
of beam, 42 feet over guards, and 11 
feet depth of hull. She will be run 
by a vertical surface compound engine of 1,000 
horse power, of 26 inches high pressure and 45 
inches low pressure, with a 36-inch stroke. She 
will be fitted with a propeller wheel of 10 feet 
diameter, having a 15-foot pitch. The steamer 
will have two boilers, each 9 feet 6 inches in 
diameter and 20 feet long, and she will be 
allowed to carry 100 pounds of steam. It is cal- 
culated that the engine will make 110 revolu- 
tions per minute. The steamer will have 108 
staterooms, saloons, and officers’ rooms, elegant- 
ly fitted uD: and will be illuminated by_ electric 
light and heated throughout by steam. It is ex- 

ected that the new steamer, pene which work 
s to be commenced at once, will make 20 miles 
per hour and be the fastest propeller on the 
Hudson River, as the Newburg is now. 








DISASTROUS AVALANCHE OF PEAT. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Secretary Bayard 
has received a dispatch from the United States 
Consul at Port Stanley, Falkland Islands, giving 
an account of a slip of peat which occurred on 
the night of June 2, causing loss of life and great 
destruction of property. Extending tho entire 


length of the south shore of the harbor, and at a 
slight elevation, isa peat bog, from which the 
laboring population cut their fuel. There are no 
channels which drain the bog, and large quanti- 
ties of water collect there during the long 
rains, which at certain seasons last for days 
at a time. For threo days UB sg inet to 
the disaster a rainstorm hi prevailed. 
About 8 o'clock in the evening the bog began to 
quake, and finally, with a noise like thunder, it 
broke loose, rushing down upon the town, carry- 
ing away everything in its course, blocking up 
the streets and piling up tho peat in places to 
the height of six or eight feet. Solid stone walls 
were rent asunder, fences, porches, iron lamp 
The terri- 
fied population believed their town was being 
destroyed y an earthquake, and added their 
piercing yells and cries for help to the inde- 
scribable horrors of the night. The avalanche 
lasted only ap hour, but its path was one of 
great devastation. A mass of scattered peat 
amounting to no less than 50.000 tons lay over 
the town. A boy of 7 and an old man named 
Patrick Keating were lost. The body of the lat 
ter has not yet been exhumed.

The Democrats of Delaware held: their 
tate Convention yesterday, and those of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, and Missouri 
will hold their-several conventions to-day. 
The most important of these gatherings is 
that in Pennsylvania, where an attempt 
will be mage to sink all differences, put for- 
ward a good ticket, and make a fight for 
the State Government against the Cam- 
eran-Quay machine. The chance of 
gucwess depends much on the action 
of to-day’s convention and more per- 
haps on the development of strength to be 
yiade by the Prohibitionists under the lead 
of WouFe. There is a possibility that the 
Scott-Wallace feud may prove troublesome 
even after the convention is over. In 
Ohio the absolute agreement in advance 

‘sin favor of a strong commendation 
af the National Administration and its 
policy is the most noteworthy incident, 
and shows a remarkable advance since the 
Jasi: convention. In Michigan the effort to 
fuse the utterly unrelated elements of 
Demucracy, Prohibition, and Greenbackism 
into one hybrid combination is to be re- 
peated with no object but votes and offices. 
Yesterday’s convention in Delaware result- 
ed in the overthrow of what is known there 
ps the “ring,” with which Secretary Bay- 
arp has long been unfortunately associ- 
ated. It has been wontto rule the little 
State with a special reference to a division 
ef patronage and plunder among its mem- 


pers. 


The Grand Jury of the Court of General 
Sessions, before their discharge yesterday, 
presented a new indictment against SQUIRE 
and FLYNN, the purpose apparently being to 
remedy any defects or weaknesses there 
might be in the first, and to furnish a sure 
basis for the trial of these two malefactors. 
‘hey also made a general presentment on 
the subject of corruption in office and com- 
plicity therewith on the part of those not 
holding office. They hint very strongly that 
the evidence produced before them points 
to others besides those directly charged 
mvith violation of the law as guilty of com- 
plicity:in criminal acts having for their pur- 
pose the corruption of the public service. . 
They express the hope that trials upon the 
§ndictments found will ‘“ open the way for 
‘their successors to secure the necessary 
testimony te warrant the prosecution of all 
‘who have been engaged in this guilty trafiic 
iin public offices or corruption in public ad- 
winistration.” This presentment is very 
timely and it isto be hoped that there will | 
pe no relaxing of public interest and public 








effort until there has been a thorough 
cleansing of the administration of ‘munic- 
ipal affairs from the corruption that has 
become fastened upon it. 


Harper's Weekly remarks that the-“ theory 
that the new Collector is selected in order 
to secure a Cleveland delegation to the 
National Convention is the natural theory 
of antediluvian politics,” and it adds: “If 
Mr. MAGONE had been selected for any such 
purpose the Presidents re-election would be 
seriously endangered.” This is perfectly 
true both in its statement of fact and in its 
prediction. The peculiarity of the situation 
is that nine out of ten of the working poli- 
ticians in the Democratic Party in the State 
do not believe it in spite of its truth. 








The arguments of the counsel for the 
Anarchists in Chicago, so far as they have 
gone, seem to leave little doubt that the 
right people have been caught. The prin- 
cipal counsel for the accused yesterday 
maintained that the only man who can 
be convicted of the murder of the 
police is the man who threw the 
bomb. This is a very consoling doctrine 
for plotters of wholesale murder. If after 
preparing and loading the bomb they left it 
for some decent citizen to explode by step- 
ping on it, mstead of giving to an accom- 
plice to throw, apparently nobody would 
have been responsible. The case which is 
defended in this manner is pretty certainly 
indefensible. 








The announcement that five-cent fares 
will be adopted on the Third-avenue ele- 
vated road on Oct. 1 will be received with 
satisfaction by the people who use, or 
would like to use, that road. We have our 
doubts as to the pure benevolence which 
the managers profess in the matter. Their 
course is sufficiently explained by the re- 
sult of their experiment on the Second and 
Ninth avenue lines. 








While the Technical Commission an- 
nounced not long ago that the expenditure 
of $120,000,000. would carry work on the 
Panama Canal.to a point from which the 
cost of the remainder could be closely esti- 
mated, the company itself assumed during 
the recent discussion in France that the 
sum of $120,000,000, to be raised by the 
proposed lottery loan under the protection 
of the Government, would be sufficient to 
complete the canal. But the company will 
not secure $120,000,000 from the loan 
for which subscriptions are now coming in. 
The face of the loan will be $120,000,000, 
but the bonds are sold at 45 cents on the dol- 
lar, so that the net proceeds cannot exceed 
$54,000,000, and portions of this must be 
repaid at intervals of two months. By the 
company’s own admission, then, there must 
ere long be negotiated another loan. The 
curious enthusiasm -of the French investor 
of small means Goes not take into considera- 
tion disagreeable facts like this. 








THE GOVERNORS DUTY. 

Among: the many hints that have been 
given out regarding the Governor’s action 
upon the removal of Commissioner SQUIRE 
is one to the effect that it would be deter- 
mined by assurances in regard to the ap- 
pointment of his successor. With all due 
respect it should be said that the appoint- 
ment of SQUIRE’s successor in no way con- 
cerns the Governor of this State. The ap- 
pointment of the heads of the municipal 
departments in this city is vested solely in 
the Mayor for the express purpose of mak- 
ing him exclusively responsible for the char- 
acter of the appointments and for the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of those depart- 
ments. The power of the Board. of Aldermen 
to confirm appointments was taken away 
in order that the Mayor’s exclusive 
responsibility might not be interfered with. 
If in case a removal becomes necessary the 
Governor’s approval of the appointment of 
a successor must be secured in advance, as 
well as his approval of the removing of the 
incumbent, the old evil of an interference 
with the Mayor’s responsibility is revived 
with the added objection that it comes from 
a source entirely outside of the City Govern- 
ment, and one over which the people of the 
city have no control. It becomes not only 
an interference with the Mayor's responsi- 
bility, which the law was intended to es- 
tablish, but an interference with the right 
of the city through its own authorities to 
control its public affairs. It makes of the 
Governor’s power to approve of removals a 
pernicious instrument for dictating ap- 
pointments under the Municipal Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. GRACE was elected Mayor of this city 
by the people after the passage of the law 
giving that officer the exclusive power of 
appointing the heads of departments, and 
with a direct view to his exercising that 
power. It was inevitable that in doing so 
he should disappoint the politicians of one 
faction or another and make enemies in 
their ranks. It was sure to beget opposition 
to his administration, and he was pretty 
certain to be accused of having political 
objects of his own in view. While some 
of his appointments have produced a 
reasonable disappointment there has been 
no evidence that he had any object in view 
but the promotion of the public interests 
as he understood them, or that he aimed to 
build upa party or a faction in his own 
interest or to obtain control of any existing 
one. The best evidence that he had no 
such aim is the fact that he has accom- 
plished no such purpose, and now avows 
that he will not be a candidate for any 
public office at the coming election, the last 
to occur before his term expires. 

The people in electing Mayor GRACE took 
all the chances involved in his exercise of 
the powers of the office as they had been ex- 
tended before his election, and nothing 
could be more pernicious than efforts to re- 
strict or interfere with those powers be- 
cause his course has not been satisfactory 
to the politiciansof the city, as no inde- 
pendent Mayors would be. The people 
have the right to demand that he shall be 
left to exercise the powers expressly vested 
in the office by law and for the ex- 
ercise of which he was deliberate- 
ly chosen by their suffrages. For the 
consequences they are alone responsi- 
bie. Should the Governor delay action in 





the case of Squire in order to defeat the 


appointment of his successor by the present 


Mayor, should he refuse to approve the re- 
moval for the same purpose, or should he 
“make his action in any way dependent on 
assurances in regard to the appointment of 
such successor, he would be guilty of a 
flagrant violation of duty, and in the last- 
mentioned casé he would be guilty of an of- 
fense not unlike that with which SQuIRE is 
himself charged, and for which he is under 
indictment in a criminal court, 

The charges against Commissioner SQUIRE 
have been sent to the Governor, together 
with a certificate af his removal from office 
and a statement of reasons for such re- 
moval. It is his duty to examine those 
charges and the evidence by which they are 
supported and to decide without unneces- 
sary delay whether the reasons given for his 
removal are sufficient. If he finds the rea- 
sons sufficient it is his duty to approve of 
the removal without reference to any other 
result than the vacating of the office. Who 
is to be appointed to the vacancy is a matter 
which doesnot concern him and which he has 
no right toinquire into or consider. Thatisa 
matter for the Mayor alone to decide, and it 
concerns the people of this city who elected 
him and to whom only he is responsible. 
It is to be hoped that the Governor will con- 
fine himself to a performance of his own 
duty in the premises, and not increase the 
impression that he habitually subordinates 
regard for the public interests and the 
rights of the people to political.designs 
which conflict with those interests. 








MR. OBERLY’S LETTER. 

We give to our readers this morning @ 
long letter from Civil Service Commissioner 
OBERLY in reply to charges made against 
the commission by Republican Senators. 
It is a very explicit letter, and on the rec- 
ord as there cited, which we have no doubt 
is correct, it is a complete. answer to the 
charges. We have already alluded to 
these. They were, in substance, that 
the Democratic Commissioners had from 
partisan motives aided the Demo- 
cratic Commissioner of Pensions to 
secure Democratic special examiners. 
Commissioner OBERLY cites the words in 
which these charges were made, and then 
shows by the record the action of the pres- 
ent commission and of its predecessor, and 
that the present commission is not responsi- 
ble for the measures by which Gen. BLACK 
got 72 Democrats out of 76 or 77 appoint- 
ments. He further says that the present 
commission has discontinued these measures 
and has determined that in the future the 
whole list of eligibles shall not be eertified 
to the Commissioners, but only four from 
those standing highest for each vacancy, 
just-as in all other cases. 

The letter forms an interesting chapter in 
the history of the reform. As the extracts 
from the speeches of Senators HARRISON, 
INGALLS, and TELLER are reported to have 
been adopted by the Republican Congres- 
sional Committee for circulation in the can- 
vass this Fall, we hope that the refutation 
of the charges may be given equal publicity, 
but we do not believe that it will.

affiliations. Yet if the commission can 
bring that about it will make itself very 
strong with the people, and will honor it- 
self and the*‘Administration. 


THE BOSTON DEFALCATION. 

The great defalcation in Boston carries 
the old lesson, which investors are so slow 
to learn, that it is folly for stockholders and 
Directors to place the management and 
money of a corporation in the hands of one 
man and then to allow that man to be free 
from checks and supervision. Investment, 
when the investor weakly surrenders his 
rights and is content to take his ease with- 
out making frequent inquiry as tothe char- 
acter and acts of his agent or agents, par- 
takes.of the nature of a hazardous specula- 
tion. When loss comes through the agent’s 
dishonesty the agent’s guilt is not lessened 
by the fact that those who trusted him were 
careless and foolish, but the investor 
should not forget that his loss is due in 
great measure to his own neglect and viola- 
tion of the plain rules of business and com- 
mon sense. 

The stockholders of the Atlantic Mills cor- 
poration should have been taught by their 
experience ten years ago that vigilance was 
the price of security. Their Treasurer then 
was the father of the defaulter of to-day. 
Their capital was $1,500,000. The Treas- 
urer 1s said to have been “‘ quite independ- 
ent of control or suggestion.” Under his 








and when bankruptcy seemed néar at hand 
an investigation was made. The company 
was saved only by wiping out $1,200,000 
of capital, taking in $700,000 new money, 
and getting rid of the Treasurer, WILLIAM

Probably 
a large part of his expenses was concealed 
in unsuccessful stock speculations, but 
those expenses which were known to every- 
body were so large that they ought to have 
excited the suspicions of the sleepiest Board 
of Directors known in the history of 
trade. Yachting is a very costly sport. 
A man who spends fortunes in follow- 
ing it and in providing yachts for each 
of his sons, while the corporations whose 
money and business he controls yield no 
dividends to stockholders, is wonder- 
fully fortunate if he is required to answer 
no questions. But it was not only in yacht- 
ing that Gray poured out the thousands 
which seemed to indicate inexhaustible 
riches. Fast horses, a very costly domestic 
establishment, large speculations in real 
estate, experimental horticulture, and other 
fancies made his expenditures the subject 
of remark among men who must have known 
that he was going far beyond the limit of 
honest living. 

The loss caused by this great defalcation, 
will be felt beyond the circle of stockhold- 
ers. It is the employés in the mills who will 
suffer most, for while the members of the 
corporations can probably bear their losses 
without serious hardship, the discontinu- 
ance of work in the crippled mills will de- 
prive many a family of the means of sup- 
port. The Atlantic Mills employ 1,500 per- 
sons, and unless the forebodings of well-in- 
formed men prove to be unwarranted, these 
are the persons who will be most deeply ‘in- 
jured by the rascality of this scoundrel. 








THE AFGHAN QUESTION AGAIN. 

The sudden reproduction of the Afghan 
question. as a “‘ live issue” is more than sus- 
picious. It is not the first time that a Prime 
Minister who was anxious to divert atten- 
tion from other questions has had occasion 
to view with apprehension and alarm the 
condition of the Afghan frontier. The To- 
ries who have so often during the past gen- 
eration spent their terms of power mas- 
querading in the uniforms of their oppo- 
nents may not improbably borrow their 
political tactics as well as their political 
creeds from their opponents. 

It remains to be seen whether the diver- 
sion will prove'so successful a second time. 
No doubt there are the elements of trouble 
between Russia and Great Britain in Af- 
ghanistan, as there have been for at least 
five years past. But the sudden realization 
of this fact, upon two occasions, by two 
Prime Ministers, at'times'‘when some diver- 
sion was sorely needed will not inspire uni- 
versal confidence in the sincerity of the ap- 
peal to England made by the Ministerial 
organ. 

The pretext of thisrevival is no more sub- 
stantial than that of the former. The re- 
call of a boundary: commission before its 
work is done or its‘ final report made-is a 
step which a Government wonld scarcely 
take if it had no ulterior interest. England 
has waited so long that she can surely afford 
to wait until the disagreement between the 
English and Russian Governments appears. 
in the usual course of events. 

The question of the boundary is in fact 
precisely where it was left by Lord Satts- 
BURY’s former Ministry and by Mr. GLAp- 
STONE’S before that. But the former pro- 
duction of the question perfectly answered 
its Parliamentary purpose. There is no 
one in the House of Commons who can 
make such an appeal as succeeded because 
it was made by Mr. GLADSTONE. His speech 
was one of the most striking of his 
Parliamentary triumphs. The Opposition 
was prepared to resist his motion for 
a@ war credit, and to put to him 
some very awkward questions about his 
competency as a war Minister as exhibited 
in the campaign of the Soudan. His appeal 
was so skillfully made that it disarmed all 
this opposition, and that the grant he asked 
for was made almost by acclamation. As 
Lord SALISBURY looks over the list of Con- 
servative members of the House of Commons 
in search of an orator capable of repeating 
this feat he must be much discouraged. 

On the other hand, if the question were 
really one of war Lord SALISBURY’S Govern- 
ment would have an advantage. There is 
no doubt that Mr. GLADSTONE fails to com- 
mand public confidence as a war Minister, 
and that most Englishmen would feel safer, 
if there was a chance of actual fighting, 
under Lord SaLisBuRY. But the question 
has by no means reached that stage. The 
London stock market shows that the sensa- 
tion of the Standard is not taken for more 
thanitisworth. If it be possible to put the 
Afghan question foremost in the debates the 
Government will at least gain time for the 
consideration of other questions, and time 
is one-of its needs. 








Within a few days there will be in force 
between the United States and Japan a 
treaty of extradition more comprehensive 
and satisfactory than any which we have 
negotiated with European powers. We 
shall then be able to reclaim from Japan 
any defaulter or embezzler who may seek 
shelter there, but our next-door neighbor 
on the north will still offer a safe asylum 
to all of our thieving Cashiers and 
defaulting Treasurers who can avoid 
the police at thome and pay for railroad 
tickets that will carry them across the line. 
The treaty with Japan is a model of its 
kind, and its ratification should lead to a 
revision of our defective treaties of extra- 
dition with the powers of Europe. It is the 
first extradition treaty negotiated with an 
Oriental nation, and its acceptance marks 
the formal entrance of Japan into the field 
of international comity upon equal terms, 
with the most enlightened nations. 








The rising of the’ Kurds on the Persian, 
frontier is quite in accordance with a way: 
they have, since a few years ago they cre- 
ated great alarm not only in Tabriz, but in. 
Teheran, by their lawless incursions. The 
fury of their plundering raids at length ex- 
hausted itself,’ after being checked by Per- 
sian troops. These latter contain Kurds 
and Turks, as well as other elements, in their 
ranks, and with the great improvement re- 
cently made in their training and their 
arms ought to be able to drive off the raid- 


cavalry and a great amount of irregular 
mounted troops. Turkey, therefore, though 
appealed to by the Shah, may leave him to 
put down the invaders by his own forces. 

Still, as the Novoe Vremya recently declared ; 
that the Shah had declined the Sultan’s. 
proposal for a universal Mussulman ailli-. 
ance on the ground that *‘ his friend Russia. 
would not allow anybody to attack him,” 

possibly the Porte may now exert itself to 

restrain the Kurds lest otherwise the Shah, 
should call on his friend the Czar.

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PEACE IN THE OHIO OAMPS. 


THE/ DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION LIKELY 
TO BE A LOVE FEAST. 

To.EpDo, Aug. 17.—The interest*felt by 
‘the Ohio Democrats in this year’s State Conven- 
| tion is in excess of the size and importance of 
the ticket to ba nominated. Two days have been 
siven to therwork, so that proper care can be 
taken in the making of a platform and the last 
remnants of factional strife removed. Although 
the convention will not meet until to-morrow a 
large majority of the delegates are already here, 
and more are coming with every train. The rep- 
resentation will be very large. All portions 
of the party seem to be on a level, and the 
talk. so loud a few years azo, as to “Kid” and 
““Mossback,” has entirely subsided. There is 
little said as to any office except Secretary of 
State. With the exception of that and State 
School Commissioner there will doubtless be 
Tenominations of present incumbents. A strong 
fight is being made over the Secretarysht , the 
chief candidates being William Bell, of Licking; 
Boston G. Young,of Marion; John McBride, of 
Stark, and Henry Apthorp, of Ashtabula. Bell 
has held the office two terms, and has been de- 
feated for it once or twice, He has also held 
“other State offices, and is a professional politi- 
cian and officeholder. He is working hard 
for the nomination, and has shown an uuexpect- 
ed strength. Young is in the lead at present, 
and has the support of a majority of the Cincin- 
nati delegation. McBriae has served in the 
Legislature, and is a representative of the work- 
ingmen, being at the head of the organized coal 
miners of America. He isa Knight of Labor, and 
his nomination is being strongly urged on the 
plea that he would have unusual strength among 
the laboring classes. Apthorpis at present State 
Commissioner of Railroads and Telegraphs. He 
has the support of the Cleveland delegation and 
of most of the counties of Northeastern Ohio. 

The determination seems to be to make a good J 
ticket, —— a shapely worded and direct plat- 
form, and then go home and work for victory at 
the polls. There is a settled agreement in all 
directions as to some of the principles to be 
enunciated in the platform, the chief questions 
being raised over temperance and protection. 
Not a voice will be raised against the indorse- 
ment of President Cleveland and his Administra- 
tion. While it was difficult a year ago to prevent 
the offering of a resolution of concern over the 
filling of offices; all that is changed, and 
the expression of commendation will be 
as sincere as it is emphatic. This will include 
the indorsement of civil service reform. Judge 
Thoman, one of the first Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, is here as a delegate, and when asked as 
to the presentation of a resolution on that point 
Tesponded that he did not think it necessary. 
“Tf we indorse the President,” he said, “as we 
most certainly will, we indorse his position on 
that question. He has made civil service reform 
one of the foundations of his Administration, 
and has fully committed himself and his party 
thereto. There are few men in our party 
in Ohio to-day who object to the reform 
in its present condition of progress.” 
There has been considerable fear among the 
delegates to day lest Judge Thoman should re- 
peat his action at the recent Democratic Conven- 
tion of Mahoning County, where he offered a 
resolution instructing the delegates to the State 
Convention to use ail their influence in favor of 
a plank demanding the repeal of the Dow liquor 
law and the submission of a prohibitory consti- 
tutional amendment to the people. It was 

promptly tabled. Itis a question that the Ohio 

emocrats do not care to meetin that form. It 
is engonee that the platform will also indorse 
the President’s recent order to Federal 
officeholders to keep out of practical 
politics. It will also denounce the action of the 
Ohio Legislature last Winter in unseating the 
Democrati¢ members from Hamilton County. 
Coupled with the fact that Frank Hurd is a dele- 
gate, and from the general drift of talk there is 
a feeling that the convention will make an ad- 
vance in the matter of free trade on the position 
held by the party for several years past. A 
— will be offered and probably adopted favor- 
ng a tariff for revenue only. The difficulty over 
the Payne election to the Senate will hardly be 
touched upon. Mr. Payne was himself elected 
as adelegate from Cleveland, but having busi- 
ness in the Lake Superior iron region, will not be 
present. 

The various districts met this evening and 
made up their: committees for to-morrow. A 
vigorous canvass has been going on all the even- 
ing as to who should act as permanent Chair- 
man. It was universally conceded that if Sen- 
ator Thurman was present he would be given 
the place, and a determined effort was made to 
persuade him to come to Toledo, but he declined 
all overtures, remarking to one friend: “I am 
out of politics; Iam only a ghost sitting by the 
River Styx waiting to be ferried over.” 
As soon as it was known he would 
not be here, a strong contest for 
the honor _ arose. Those whose claims 
are being pushed are the Hon. E. B. Finley, of 
Crawford ; Congressman Charles M. Anderson, of 
Darke; Judge L. D. Thoman, of Mahoning, and 
A. B. Marsh, ex-Speaker of the Ohio House. A 
somewhat curious question enters into the con- 
test. There are present in the convention as 
delegates a number of the Democratic State 
Senators who deserted Columbus last Winter 
and went into hiding on the Kentucky bank of 
the Ohio River in order to break a quorum of the 
Senate and bring the Republicans to terms. 
They have seriously smarted under the 
ridiculous result of that desertion and feel 
that a vindication at the hands of the 
State Convention would be pleasant, though a 
little late. They have been hard at work all 
day for an indorsement, either in the platform 
or the address of the permanent Chairman. A 
strong opposition to Judge Thoman as Chairman 
has developed because he has been outspoken in 
his denunciation of that trip to Kentucky and 
would only refer to it in condemnation if moved 
to touch upon it at all. The sober sense of the 
convention is against any reference to the 
flight, but the personal influence of the runaways 
may be sufficient to commit the convention to 
their cause. 

The contest over the Chairmanshi 
decided after the Committee on ermanent 
Organization met. E. B. Finley was chosen, and 
Cc, A. Leighton, of Auglaize, was made Secre- 
tary. The selection of Finley means nothing 
except that the young Democrats are in control 
of the organization.

UNABLE TO STAND ALONE, 


|} GOV. HILL THINKS THE CHARGES AGAINST 
THE MAYOR TOO WEAK. 

Gov. Hill, on Saturday last, was handed a 
rambling sort of statement containing several 
old and absurd campaign charges against Mayor 
Grace, and was requested to say, after an exam- 
ination of the statement. whether he felt that 
the allegations should seriously command his 
attention. The Governor, although he exam- 
ined the charges with a prejudice against 
the Mayor, was compelled by the weakness of 
the evidence submitted to’ tell Mr. Squire's 
friends that if that was the best they could doin 
the matter they had better quit. Whatever Gov. 
Hill may want to do to Mr. Grace in order to 
punish him for having interfered in his gigantio 
“boodle” schemes, and for the purpose of keep- 
ing out of his hands the naming of a successor ta 
Squire as Commissioner of Public Works, he is 
fully aware of the fact that the best way to in- 
crease the Mayor's popularity and influence 
would be to remove or suspend him on some 
flimsy pretext invented by John H. Strahan, 
Richard 8. Newcombe, Maurice B. Flynn, or Rol+ 
lin M. Squire. 

THE TIMES yesterday showed that one of the 
main charges against the Mayor relates to the 
old story of alleged bogus citizenship. How ab« 
surd this charge is was also shown. The unscru- 
pulous schemers have also been revamping some 
old sea yarns about Mr. Grace’s alleged con- 
nection with the loss of certain vessels trading 
in South American waters, and they have been 
trying in every possible way to get facts to sub- 
stantiate these yarns. It is scarcely necessary 
to say that their efforts in this, as in various 
other directions, have failed. They are also try- 
ing to show that during his first te1m as Mayor 
Mr. Grace employed a stenographer and clerk 
doing duty in the Mayor's office while he was 
being paid as an attaché of the Permit Burean.. 
It is also said that the charges, if ever presented, 
will include some statements that the Mayor has 
introduced questionable political methods into 
the management of public departments con 
trolled by him, notably in the case of discharged 
Fire Chief McCabe. He may be accused, too, of 
an attempt to cripple Squire’s administration of 
the Public Works Department by applying the 
pruning knife to the extravagant estimates of 
the Commissioner. 

When asked yesterday what he knew of the 
charges to be made against him, the Mayor re- 
plied that he knew scarcely anything except 
what he had read. He did not believe that 
Gov. Hill would entertain any charges against 
him, and was ataloss to see where Squire and 
his friends were to get any material. 

Richard 8. Newcombe held a telephonic con- 
versation with John H. Strahan last evening, the 
former being in his office in Warren-street and 
the latter in his office on Nassau-street. <A 
TIMES reporter had called upon Mr. Newe »mba 
for a copy of the charges to be preferred against 
the Mayor. “I havea defense of Squire here,” 
said the counsel, “and I suppose it will be 
sent to the Governor to-night or to-mor- 
row. The charges against Mr. Grace will 
be ready to-night or tomorrow. Ill eall 
up Strahan and see what he says about giv- 
ing the papers out.” Mr. Newcombe rang the 
telephone bell and called up his associate. He 
asked him whether he could give the papers 
to THE Times. Mr. Neweombe smiled when he 
heard Mr. Strahan’s reply. He explained that 
his associate objected to giving anything to THE 
TIMES or to any other paper that had been un- 
friendly to his client Squire. ‘“‘Mr. Strahan 
said,” continued Mr. Newcombe, “ that he would 
only give any information to the Tribune, which 
paper had proved itself a friend of Mr. Squire 
under ‘all circumstances.” To reporters from 
other papers Mr. Newcombe made the same ex~ 
planation.

A LIVELY CONTEST FOR SUPREME JUDGE 
AND RAILROAD COMMISSIONER. 

St. Louts, Aug. 17.—The arrivals of dele- 
gates to-day to the Democratic State Conven- 
tion, which meets here to-morrow, were very 
heavy. Allofthe 20 or 80 candiaates for Rail- 
road Commissioner, the 4 candidates for Su. 
preme Judge, and 3 candidates for Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction are on the ground 
and have opened headquarters after the 
good old Democratic fashion at the lead- 
ing hotels. The interest of the convention 
centres in the Supreme Judgeship contest. 
The three leading candidates, Judge Henry, 


Judge Martin, and Judge Theodore Brace, have 
all published estimates of their strength, and in 
each case the particular candidate has claimed 
something like 100 in excess of the number al- 
lowed him by his opponents. At present even 
those best posted on the situation are all at sea 
as to the probable outcome. The impression is 
f rapidly gaining ground that Judge Brace is 
much stronger than was at first sup- 
posed, and in the crowds around the ho- 
tels to-day his chances were’ generally 
admitted to be the best. Next to Brace, Martin 
appears to be a big favorite with the talking 
delegates. Gen. Joe Shelby arrived here yester- 
day, and has been putting in a good word at 
every opportunity for Major McGrew, of Lex- 
ington, candidate for Railroad Commissioner. 
The General is popular with the State Democra- 
cy and his influence will doubtless be a very 
sotent factor in the contest. To a reporter 

fajor McGrew said: ‘A great deal of inter- 
est attaches to the race for Supreme 
Judge, and until that contest is decided 
even the best posted politicians in the State can 
express no intelligent opinion on the chances of 
the various candidates for Railroad Commis- 
sioner. A few weeks ago I honestly thought 
that I would gointo the convention with the 
largest vote for the Commissionership; now, 
however, it is a difficult matter to say just where 
any of us do stand.” The locality for which the 
Supreme Judge is selected will go a long way 
in determining the names of the nominees 
for the other places on the ticket. On the 

uestion of railroad discrimination Major Me- 
Grew entertains very decided opinions, which he 
does not hesitate to express in a forcible man- 
ner. Heisin tavor of restricting the railroads 
to the privileges allowed them by law, but be- 
lieves that the law in all cases should be strictly 
enforced without favor. McGrew, Hatton, and 
Deatheridge are the most prominent candidates 
for the Commissionership, but from the present 
outlook they are likely to be beaten by any one 
of a dozen or more dark horses who are huddied 
together in one corner of the field. 

The Hon. John L. Deatheridge, of Carrolton, 
arrived in this city this morning. Mr. Death- 
eridge was a candidate before the last conven- 
tion for Railroad Commissioner, but was de- 
feated. He has avery extensive acquaintance 
inthe State and alsoin this city. When asked 
to-day concerning his chances he said: “ I haven’t 
kept acount by delegates, but expect to get 
about 125 votes on the first ballot. I may 
get as high as 150, but I estimate my strength at 
nearly 125. There is no telling what will hap- 
pen in the succeeding ballots. There is no par- 
ticular issue in the race for this office. No pro- 
hibition views cut any figure. It’s a matter of 
choice between the men.” 

The delegates are instructed, except in a few 
“instances, and the different candidates, including 
those for Supreme Judge, have taken advantage 
of this state of affairs to put in a bid for the un- 
instructed delegations, even when they have not 
sthe remotest idea of carrying them.

Cricago, Aug. 17.—The case of The State

Justice C. J. White yesterday. The case was 
brought by the officers of the Humane Society 
for the purpose of stopping the practice of hur~- 
die racing in Chicago. It was clearly a test case 
and attracted considerable attention. Brewster 
was discharged at the outset on motion of the 
prosecution. William Mitchell and O. E. Little, 
officers of the Humane Society, testified that on 
Aug. 7 Hop Sing was run ina hurdle race when 
he was suffering from injuries received at_pre- 
vious races which rendered him totally unfit for 
the track. Mr. Greyer, manager of the horse, 
said that tho animal was not lame and was in 
perfectly ood condition. In summing up the 
case Justice White said that hurdle racing did 
not necessarily imply cruelty. Im this case, how- 
ever, he held that Mr. Greyer had run a horse 
which was crippled from birth and which from 
natural weakness aud inability was accustomed 
to fall in a majority of the races run, thereby en- 
dangering itself and the life of the rider. He im-

Fraulein Von Januschowsky, who has been heard 
here in the higher class of comic opera, and is a 
resident of this city, and Fraulein Lilli Leh- 
mann, of the Imperial Opera House, Berlin, who 
firmly established herself in the favor of New- 
York operagoers last season. The mezzo-so- 
ranos and contraltos are Frdulein Marianne 
randt, of the Imperial Opera House, Berlin, 
whe needs no in uction here; Friulein Sylvia 
Franconi, of the City Opera House, Augsburg, 
and Fraulein Wilhelmine Mayer, of the 
City Opera House of Freiburg.

singer von Nurenburg,” “ Siegfried,” and possi- 
bly “The Flying Dutchman,” Goldmark’s 
“Queen of Sheba” and “ Merlin,” the latter of 
which will be presented for the first time in any 
opera house; Meyerbeer’s “‘ Le Prophéte” and 
“Les Huguenots;” Gounod’s “ Faust;” Verdi's 
“ Ajda;” Auber’s ‘‘ Masaniello,” and Brukl’s 
“Golden Cross.” Itis notimpossible that addi- 
tions may be made to this répertoire, but at pres- 
ent the Directors will promise nothing beyond 
what it contains. The management proposes to 
produce also several ballets in the course of the 
season. Those already selected for performance 
are ‘The Vienna Waltzes” and * The Fata Mor- 
gana.” IJtis believed that the first of these will 
De found especially attractive, as the music in- 
cludes some of the best of the Strauss waltzes, 
which will be given with novel effect by the grand 
orchestra of the Opera House. 

The scale of prices has been arranged. Orches- 
tra chairs will cost $4 for a single performance 
and $3 50 by subscription; dress circle chairs, 
$2 50 singly and $2 by subscription: front rows 
in the balcony, $1 50 either way; other rows in 
the balcony, $1; family circle, tirst three rows, 
75 cents singly and 50 cents by subscriptton; 
other rows ip the family circle, 50 cents either 
way; bagnoir boxes, seating six persons, $30 
singly, $25 by subscription; first tier boxes, $60 
either way. The subscription for the season is 
now open from 10 A. M. till 4 P. M. at the ottice 
of the company, Seventh-avenue and Thirty- 
ninth-street. Edmund C. Stanton, secretary of 
the Board of Directors and Director of the Opera 
House, will receive all communications. George 
R. Chipman will preside in the box office as 
usual. 

Painters and stage carpenters are already hard 
at work overhauling and touching up scenery; 
properties are being refurbished, costumes reno- 
vated, and a¢tive preparations generally bein 
made for the season. The chorus and ballet wil 
sail from Bremen on the steamer Fulda on Sept. 
25, and the artists will start from the same port 
by the Elbe on Oct. 9. Stage Manager Von Hell 
sails on Saturday of the present week, and the 
costumers, ballet master. and inspector will 
come about the first week of next month. 

The Metropolitan Opera House will be a busy 
place during the entire season. Theodore 
Thomas and the Philharmonic Society will give 
their concerts at this house instead of at the Acad- 
emy of Music as heretofore. The first concert 
will take place on Nov. 13. It1s not improbable 
that the Thomas Popular Concerts will be given 
also at the Metropolitan. The Symphony §o- 
ciety and Oratorio Society entertainments will 
take place there as usual. There will be no 
American Opera at the Academy of Music this 
reason. That company will not appear in this 
city until Feb. 28, when it will open at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House for a season to last until 
April 4.

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PLANING MILL IN FLAMES. 


COMMISSIONER M’CLAVE LOSING ABOUT 
$50,000 By FIRE. 

A fierce fire broke out last night in the 
boiler room in the basement of the big, factory 
building owned by Police. Commissioner John 
McOlave, at Nos. 145 to 157 Eleventh-avenue, The 
building runs the whole block between Twenty- 
first and Twenty-second streets, and runs 100 
feet back toward Twelfth-avenue. It is five 
stories in the middle of the block, but only four 
on each end. The north wing, in which 
the fire broke out, was ocenpied by Com- 
missioner McClave as a saw and planing mill, 
The building was filled with light woods of vari- 
ous kinds, and by the time the first engine ar- 
rived the flames had eaten their way clear up 
through the building and were consuming 
the roof. Three arms were sent out, 
and a large force of engines called to 
the spof, kept the fire pretty well in the north 
wing, where it originated. That part of the 
building, however. was completely gutted, the 
bare walls being all that is left standing. 

The remainder of the building was occupied by 
D. 8. Hess & Co., manufacturers of furniture and 
decorations, and Waldeman Reccius, saw 
and planing mill. Their places were dam- 
aged slightly by water. e fire extended 
to the Columbia Box Factory, a three-story 
brick structure on Twenty-second-street, in the 
rear of Mr. McClave’s factory, and the buildin 
was burned out. All the buildings were owne 
by Mr. McClave. The total damage is estimated 
to be from $50,000 to $60,000. 

When on Twenty-first-street, near Fourth- 
avenue,on the way to the fire the axle of the 
wagon in which were Acting Chief Maher and 
his driver, Daniel J. Shehan, of Hook and Lad- 
der Company No. 3, broke, and both men were 
thrown to the street. Shehan’s leg was broken. 
He was taken to the New-York Hospital. 


NO WILD PIGEONS. 





A TOOTHSOME GAME BIRD THAT CAN'T: 


BE FOUND IN THE MARKETS. 


Wild pigeons are out of the New-York : 


markets. The game laws do not prohibit their 
sale, that being lawful all the year round; but 
people fond of potted pigeon and pigeon pie 
must now be satisfied to have such dishes made 
out of tame pigeons and tame squabs. The wild 
bird is disappearing from North America, like 
the buffalq, before the march of civilization. A 
dealer who has in years past bought and sold. 
many thousands of these delicate birds told a 
TIMES reporter that a wild pigeon could not be 
bought in the city ‘yesterday. The sup- 
ply has been decreasing yearly during 
the past year, until now we get but a few 
barrels a year, which are received chiefly from 
the Indian Territory. It costs less to transport 
them from there than from the far Northwest, 
which is now the favorite nesting place for 
them. Chicago gets a small supply of the birds 
netted or shot e Minnesota and elsewhere in 
the Northwest, the prices paid being usually 
$1 50 to $2 a dozen, and St. Louis and other 
Western cities get a few, for which about the 
same rates are paid. Lovers of this game in this 
city have nearly ceased to ask for wild pigeons 
in the markets, having been so often disappointed 
in not finding the birds they seek. There is con- 
sequently no vigorous effort made by game deal- 
ers to procure them, the profits upon their sale 
being small. 

Within the memory of many middle-aged per- 
sons hereabout hundreds of thousands of these 
birds have been seen flying in great flocks over 
the large cities of the Atlantic States, appearing 
like huge black clouds against the sky. When 
these great flocks roosted in the woods their 
weight was so great as to break down the limbs 
of trees. It is while these flocks are roosting 
that the birds become the easy prey of the pigeon 
hunter, either by net, shotgun, or in other ways. 
The professional pigeon hunter in the West, al- 
though his victims are easily killed, leads a 
rough life in eo birds, and is poorly re- 
munerated for his labor and the hardships he is 
forced to undergo.

KEYSTONE DEMOCRATS FIGHT- 


ING FOR OFFIOL, 
LIEUT.-GOV. BLACK AHEAD OF EX-~- 
SENATOR WALLACE IN THE GOV~ 
ERNORSHIP CONTEST. 

HARRISBURG, Aug, 17. — Lieut.-Gov. 
Chauncey F. Black leads all his competitors in 
the race for the Gubernatorial nomination to be 
made by the Democratic State Convention, 
which meets here to-morrow. The struggle is 
between Black and ex-Senator William A. Wal- 
lace, with the distance between them less than 
Black’s adherents would like. Three or four 
dark horses are in sight, but nobody expects 
any one of them to win. Henry McCormick, of 
Harrisburg, will probably poll more votes than 
any other candidate except the two leaders. 
McCormick is backed by Congressman William 
L. Scott, and the McCormick delegates worry the 
Wallace men. Mr. Scott is expected here in the 
morning, and the Wallace managers know that 
after the complimentary ballots have been taken 
and the break comes not a delegate who is in 
any way subject to Scott’s influence can be reck- 
oned for Wallace. The feud between Scott and 
Wallace is too bitter and of too long standing to 
permit the Clearfield aspirant to hope for a soli- 
tary Scott vote. The Black people, of course, 
count all the McCormick delegates for Black, 
but they, too, are not entirely at ease on this 
subject. The friends of Scott have been noticea- 
bly wary of committing themselves too strongly 
for Black, and some of them are suspect- 
ed of thinking that the fight between 


the Lieutenant-Governor and the ex-Senator 
may be close a and hot enough to make a 
compromise candidate a necessity, and thus to 
open the way for the Harrisburg iron operator. 
Adjt.-Gen. Guthrie is on the lookout for an even 
contest between the leaders, and regards him- 
self as an available man for such an emergency. 
He is talked about some for the second place on 
the ticket, but he says he won't take it if it is 
offered him. Neither Wallace nor Black is in 
town, and neither is expected, although the 
Black men assert that Wallace has been sent for 
by ae son, who is making his canvass and doing 
well. 

Wallace has some excellent workers in the 
fleld, but they are handicapped by one important 
fact. Samuel J. Randailand Chairman Hensel, 
of the State Committee, are for Black, and Mr. 
Scottis against Wallace. This means that the 
leaders who can promise rewards for votes in 
the shape of Federal and other offices desire 
Wallace’s defeat. Mr. Randall came here this 
afternoon and took rooms in a hotel in which no 
candidate has headquarters. Delegate after 
delegate has been granted an interview with the 
ex-Speaker, and not long after his arrival there 
was a distinct rise in Black stock. Mr. Randall 
has not yet publicly expressed his preference 
for the Lieutenant-Governor, but the Wallace 
leaders admit that he is against them. The 
office-holding and office-dispensing Democrats 
want Black nominated, and the office-seeking 
Democrats have found this out. It is this, more 
than anything else, that leads the 

rophets to predict Black’s success. The Penn- 
Sylvania Democrat does not differ from his 
brethren of other States in hankering atter the 
fruits of political victories, 

Mr. Wallace would have been a stronger can- 
didate if he had not hesitated so long about en- 
gaging in the contest. When he did make up his 
mind the Black men were already hard at work, 
and he finds it pretty difficult to catch up with 
them. So far as claims go the leaders are about 
even. It will take 180 votes to nominate. About 
160 are claimed by each faction as sure. Both 
have undoubtedly exaggerated, but the indica- 
tions are that Black will come nearer his claim 
than Wallace. 

The chief element of uncertainty in all the 
calculations is the fact that the grpat mass of the 
delegates have come here uninstructed. This is 
a decided novelty in Pennsylvania State Conven- 
tions, and it puzzles the men who like to figure 
closely on @ outlook. The delegates them- 
selves recognize their position as an odd one, and 
a — many of them are inclined to enjoy their 
independence. Another significant feature of 
to-morrow’s meeting will be the absence of 
Federal office holders. The list of delegates con- 
tains numerous men of this class, but in nearly 
every case they have sent substitutes who are 
not in office. This does not necessarily mean 
that Democratic office holders have not taken 
part in political movements, but it shows that 
they have a wholesome fear of the consequences 
of violating President Cleveland’s instructions 
too openly. 

The interest on all sides has been so concen- 
trated upon the contest for the Governorship 
that comparatively little attention has been 
given to the rest of the ticket to be named or 
the peseee to be put forth. If C. F. McKenna, 
of Pittsburg, persists in declining to be a candi- 
date the Lieutenant-Governorship will probably 
go to Bruce Ricketts or Humphrey D. Tate, each 
of whom has a strong following. No opposition 
of age aged has yet appeared to the renomi- 
nation of J. Simpson Africa for Secretary of Inter- 
nal Affairs, although Deputy Secretary J. Wilson 
Greenland would like to be promoted. Candidates 
for Auditor-General are not numerous, and 
James B. Reilly seems to be likely to get the 
nomination. axwell Stevenson is credited 
with the best chance of being named for Con- 
gressman at Large. Serious aftention, however, 
will not be paid to any of these offices until the 
head of the ticket is agreed upon. Chairman Hen- 
sel declares that the work of making a platform 
has not yet been begun. The document will com- 
mend the National Administration, and the advo- 
cates of high license will probably secure a plank 
to their liking. The familiar anti-railway dis- 
crimination plank is also expected to find a place. 

Neither the Wallace nor the Black men care to 
have a contest over the organization of the con- 
vention, although the former insist that they 
could win in such a struggle, because they 
would have the help of a eon many of the un- 
moteoe delegates who will vote for the various 

ark horses before swinging into line for either 
of the principal candidates. Consultations be- 
tween the two factions have resulted in an 
agreement upon ex-Judge M. C. Herman, of 
Cumberland, for temporary Chairman, and ex- 
Congressinan Mortimer F. Elliott, of Tioga, for 

ermanent Chairman. It may be, however, that 

{rgElliott will be chosen for both offices. Both 
Herman and Elliott are on the list of Black del- 
egates, but each is admitted to be capable of 
presiding in an impartial manner. 

The Allegheny delegation started a boom to- 
night for William Weihe, President of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron and Steel Workers, 
for Auditor-General, and his chance is now re- 
garded asexcellent. The Philadelphia delegates, 
most of whom are concedea to Black, are dicker- 
ing with the Pittsburg people, offering to sup- 

ort Weihe in return for votes for Black. The 

allace managers have also sent out scouts to 
search for Weihe men willing to give help to the 
Clearfield candidate for votes for Weihe, and the 
friends of the latter expect to see him nominated. 
He would unquestionably help the ticket among 
the laboring element, ahd votes must be won 
there if the Democratic. nominees are to come 
anywhere near an election. 


WASHINGTON, Ang. 17.—In an interview 
with Solicitor-General Jenks, which was printed 
in a Philadelphia paper this morning, he is made 
to appear as favoring the candidacy of Black 
for Governur of Pennsylvania. Mr. Jenks said 
to-day that he had not expressed a preference 
for Black nor for any one else.

WHAT THE FATHER SAW WHILE SEATED 
IN A 10-CENT CHAIR. 

A man who sat under the old iron pier at 
Coney Island yesterday told his experiences to 
a reporter of THE TIMES last evening: “I went 
down to the Island in an iron steamboat, and my 
companions were my wife and two little chil- 
dren. The sun was uncomfortably warm, andI 
sought a shaded place. I found it under the old 
iron pier. Greatly to my delizht I beheld a 
large number of unoccupied wooden chairs. My 
wife, children, and myself at once took posses- 
sion of a sufficient number of chairs. We con- 
gratulated ourselves upon the thoughtruiness of 
somebody in placing the chairs-at our conven- 
jience. Then we looked out upon the jolly 
bathers, pitied the poor children who 
had strayed away from their parents or 
guardians and who were weeping as 
though tkeir hearts would break, and listened 
to the shrieks of the peanut venders, the dealers 


in clams, lobsters, and crabs, and the agents of’ 


tintype galleries. Wewere more or less happy 
until a modest looking man approached and sil 
sented us a bill for 40 cents for occupying four 
chairs. We paid for the rental of these chairs 
forone hour at the rate of 10 cents for each 
chair for the hour. Then we observed the antics 
of our neighbors. Many of them arose from 
their chairs and, with an indignant look at the 
collector, walked away as he approached. They 
had no idea of paying for a chair in which to rest 
their weary bones. They groaned when they 
heard that any one could be so brutal as to at- 
tempt to assess them for the privilege of sitting 
in a wooden chair under a Coney Island wrought 
iron ocean tubular pier. Happiness was turned 
to sorrow wherever the collector went. 

“Any person of ordinary intelligence would 
imagine that a man who transforms a surf boat 
into a stand where he sells clams, lobsters, and 
crabs. would be a person upon whom the flies 
would not tarry. In other words, it would be 
supposed that such an individual was ‘fly’ or 
very quick to detect any one in the act of robbing 
him. While I sat under the pier I looked out 
upon one of the surf boats transformed into 
a clam, lobster, and crab restaurant, and I ob- 
served the bold and dashing ways of the pro- 
prietors of the stand. To me it seemed that no 
person could pilfer a clam, a lobster, or a crab 
without being instantly detected. I was amazed at 
what I saw when! reveled in the security of the 
proprietors. An elderly woman, with her daugh- 
ter and granddaughter, approached the surf boat. 
All three were attired in deep mourning. They 
stood near the boat and eyed the shellfish so 
temptingly displayed. The granddaughter, un- 
observed by the proprietor, picked up a crab, 
and, as though by magic, dropped it into a capa- 
cious covered basket which she carried. he 
granddaughter slowly wandered away. Then 
the mother picked up a lobster, and, with- 
out attracting the attention ofits owners, dex- 
terously wrapped it in the folds of her apron. 
Then she quietly joined her daughter. . The 
grandmother, bolder than the rest, grasped a 
lobster and acrab and covered them with her 
skirt. She followed her daughter and grand- 
daughter, and the three walked away to a cool 
place under the pier. There, seated in the sand, 
they enjoyed their stolen luncheon, and the pro- 
prietors of the surf boat restaurant kept merrily 
on their way descanting upon the lusciousness 
of their bill of fare. 

“ A fat man and a fat woman, neither of them 
under 40 years of age, dashed into the breakers. 
They were arrayed in the regulation bathing cos- 
tumes, and looked like pork barrels at a 
masquerade ball. They frolicked in the surf like 
the youngest and merriest of lovers, and the 
spectators roared with delight. They ‘ducked’ 
each other, rolled ever each other, and tossed 
water upon each other like youngsters of 15. 
Probably 500 persons watched their antics and 
were intensely amused. It was at such a merry 
time as this that the bad boy did his worst. He 
swam out to the fat people and raised a great 
ery of ‘Sharks! and the fat man and woman 
made a desperate break for dry land, being 
knocked down and rolled over in their flight by 
the huge breakers. Two of Chief McKane’s po- 
lice officers led the trembling bathers to the bath 
houses, and the fat pair, alarmed beyond de- 
scription, hastened to the cars, and were soon 
fiying from Coney Island.” 


PENNSYLVANIA IN CONGRESS. 


CANDIDATES WORKING HARD IN THE 
VARIOUS DISTRICTS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 17.—The nomina- 
tions for Congress are now being made or shaped 
in the 10 districts of Eastern Pennsylvania. 
In this city three of the Republican members, 
Kelley, Bingham, and O'Neill, are unopposed, 
but the fourth, Harmer, has a vigorous oppo- 
nent in the person of State Senator Hughes 
@ man much to be preferred, and may be 
beaten. Mr. Randall, of course, can go back if 
he wants to, and, of course, he will want to. 
In the Sixth District (Chester and Delaware) 
Mr. Everhart, (Republican) the present mem- 
ber, has two competitors, one of them being Mr. 
Smedley Darlington, who unsuccessfully sought 
the nomination in 1882 and 1884. The outcome 


is yet uncertain. The Chester County Conven- 
tion will decide it on Sept.4. In the Seventh 
District (Montgomery and part of Bucks) Dr. I. N. 
Evans, (Republican,) the sitting member, retires, 
on the rotation plan, having served, consceutive- 
ly, two terms, and the erm yestererday 
nominated Mr. Robert M. Yardley, of Doyles- 
town, as his successor. In the Eighth District 
(Berks County,) Mr. Ermentrout (Democrat) has 
a noisy and onee* troublesome opposition in 
his own party, led at present by Mr. H. Willis 
Bland, a Reading lawyer. Tho feeling is quite 
strong against Ermentrout and a general county 
meeting of his opponents has been called, to 
meet in Reading, the call being signed by 2,000 
Democrats in all parts of Berks. What it will 
come to is uncertain. Ermentrout is well in- 
trenched with many friends in places of influence. 
In the Ninth District, Lancaster County, J. A. 
Hiestand, (Republican,) the present membper, 
was renominated at the general primaries in 
mer without opposition. In the Tenth District 
(Lehigh, Northampton, and the “upper end,” or 
Democratic section, of Bucks) W. H. Sowden 
(Democrat,) the present member, desires a re- 
nomination, but may be set aside by other am- 
bitious men in his own party. He thinks 
he should be conceded the honor, but there 
is factional and personal opposition to him. The 
chances are about even for his defeat. 








A MURDERER KILLED. 

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 17.—The negro 
Tom Bowls, who assassinated Robert Cook, at 
Morton, Miss., Saturday night, instead of 
leaving the county, as was supposed, lin- 
ered near the town, and night before last 
was discovered under an old shed near 
the station. Several citizens, led by Mayor 
J. M. Stephenson, proceeded to capture Bowls, 
who, upon their near approach, opened fire with 
a shotgun, which, but for the intervening fenc- 
ing, would have been fatalin its results. As it 
was, Mayor Stephenson was struck in the arm 
by two buckshet, and a Mr. Hackle 
was ey wounded. Bowles was final- 
ly capture after receiving a wound, 
from the _ effects of which he died this 
morning. He confessed to killing Cook and said 
his intention in remaining was to kill two other 
men named Hackley and McCaul, after which he 
and his wife, who was an accomplice, intended 
leaving thecountry. Bowls’s enmity to Cook is 
said to have been on account of Cook's intimacy 
with his (Bowls’s) wife, a woman of very bad 
character.

green apple cholera up stairs, the twitter of girls 
on the piazza is gone, and the grand piano is 
still. Then Silas lays down the buckets, burdens, 
and cares of his high office and puts in nine solid 
hours of comfort in his boudoir in the loft. This 
used to be exclusively hls routine, varied only 
by a few stolen minutes’ play with Obadiah, 
who was an ancient cat of the Thomas species 
and black as Silas himself.

NEW-YORE’S FIREMEN. 


OPENING OF THE CONVENTION IN BUF- 
FALO. 

BuFrFaLo, N. ¥., Aug. 17.—The city has 
arrayed itself in all the gorgeousness of holiday 
attire to weloome the firemen of the State, who 
to-day began their fourteenth annual meeting. 
This morning Mayor Becker made the welcoming 
address when the convention had peen opened. 
Two hundred and twenty-six delegates and 42 
life members were present to-day. This after- 
noon ex-Chief Decker, of the New-York Volun- 
teer Fire Department, made a short speech, in 
which he scourged with his eloquence the ele- 
ment that had attempted in the Legislature to 
take away the allowance to the widows and or- 
phans of the volunteer firemen. He hoped the 
delegates present would unite to prevent such 
action and to assert their demand. President 
Baker in his: address showed that there were 
now in the State 261 volunteer departments, 
30,842 men, and 1,065 companies. Five new de- 
partments have been organized in the last year. 
A number of essays were read, including one on 
fire escapes by Clifford Thompson, of the New- 
York Firemen’s Journal, in which he argued that 
inventors were wasting their energies in devis- 
ing ingenious cscapes, as there was no demand 
forthem. Theevening session was also con- 
sumed with the reading of essays. To-morrow 
will be wholly given up to business, and Thurs- 
day and Friday there will be excursions, prize, 
drills,and races, concluding with a grand parade.

TO REPAIR THE CASTLE OF CHILLON. 
From the London Daily Telegraph. 

It is said that the Canton de Vand is 
about to repair the Castle of Chillon and to make 
it a residence tit for human habitation. We see 
no reason why one of the most interesting build- 
ingsinthe world should not be rescued from 
damp and decay, so that it may afford shelter to 


happier human beings than the luckless prison- 
ers who once pined within its gloomy dungeon 
walls. The lake which laves and gently kisses its 
foundations is said te be 800 feet deep beneath 
the windows which still dimly light Bonnivard’s 
cell, and in the seven pillars which Byron has 
immortalized the iron rings to which the early 
Reformers were chained are deeply imbedded. 
The furrow wrought in the stone pavement by 
Bonnivard's footsteps during his six years of in- 
carceration is still visible, and across his cell 
stretches a wooden beam black with age, from 
which it is said that the condemned were former- 
ly suspended. We entertain no doubt that the 
dungeon occupied for many generations by 
nameless prisoners, and celebrated by Rousseau 
and Lord Byron, has long brought m a good 
revenue to the Syndic of the Canton in which it 
is situated. To beon the Lake of Geneva with- 
out visiting Chillon would be tantamount to put- 
ting ‘‘ Hamlet” on the stage without assigning a 
Hes to the Prince of Denmark. Even, however, 
f Chillon be repaired and modernized, the flow 
of English and American visitors will probably 
know no decline. Far different would it be if 
Kenilworth, or Tintern Abbey, or Tantallon 
Castle were handed over to the too often merci- 
less restorer. We have but to cast our eyes 
across the channel in order to discern and appre- 
ciate the mischief wrought in France by Ring 
Louis Philippe when he undertook, without 
taste, without reverence for the past, and with- 
out a competent architect to guide him, to repair 
the ravages perpetrated by the fury of the 
French Revolution upon the madimval castles 
and mansions reared by Valois and by other 
French Kings and nobles.

|! A presentment dealing in a general way 
with the circumstances attending the indict- 
ment of Commissioner of Public Works Squire 
and Maurice B. Flynn was handed up to Judge 
Cowing by the August Grand Jury in Part L. of 
the Court ‘of General Sessions yesterday after- 
noon. It was as follows: 

May it Please Your Honor: 

in cancteding their duties for the term, the Grand 
Jury desire to place on record their unanimous 
thanks for the clear, luminous, ana impressive 
charge given them by your Honor at the opening of 
this court. It was at once an introduction and an 
encouragement to the promptand vigorous discharge 
of their duties by which they have endeavored to 
follow your instructions. In the cases of universal 

ublic interest and notoriety then recommended to 

he consideration of the Grand Jury indictments 
have been duly found and the parties are held to an- 
werin court. Their folly as well as wickedness 
as preserved and revealed the evidence upon which 
they have been indicted. The course of the investi- 
ation seems to indicate complicity and participa- 
‘ieu in similar bargaining with a view 
similar corruption on the part of others against 
whom no positive evidence has been produced suffi- 
cient to warrant indictment. Public rumor has even 
dared to point to those who administer the laws as 
having been approached by lawbreakers for advice 
and having counseled concealment or destruction of 
the evidences of crime. It is unnecessary to com- 
ment upon the infamy which would follow proof of 
such incredible accusations, but however wild or 
reckless they may be it may not be improper or un- 
timely to remind all whose offices are near to the 
sacred fountains of public justice that they should 
be careful toavoid even the appearance of evil in 
such matters, putting aside all considerations of =. 
vate feeling and standing always upon the higher 
ground of their duty to vindicate the dignity of the 

w. 

Your Honor very justly referred to the odor of 
corruption that is in the air around some of the pub- 
hic offices in this city, and the absolute necessity of 
a ag and disinfection to save the body politic. 

yhile it is greatly to be deplored that such a state 
of things can possibly exist in a community like 
ours, itis afact that public opinion is not so much 
shocked by the crimes themselves as surprised at 
the successful exposure of them by due process of 
law. It is an old and truthful maxim that 
“When rogues fall out honest men come at 
the truth.” The Grand Jury trust that 
the trials which must now be had upon the 
indictments they have found will open the way for 
their successors to secure the necessary testimony 
to warrant the prosecution of all who have been en- 
gaged in this guilty traffic in public offices or in cor- 
ruption in their administration. Meantime they 
consider it their imperative duty at this time to 
present, as worthy of severe public censure, any and 
all persons who have been or are still in office, who 
appear, from the testimony taken in the recent 
investigation before the Mavor. as well as 
that taken before the Grand Jury, to have 
held unworthy and improper relations to the parties 
who have been indicted. In the opinion of the 
Grand Jury, which will doubtless commend itself to 
the judgment of all right-ininded men, itis wholly 
{ncompatible with any just sense of priyate honor in 
public office } shareand keep the secrets of crimi- 
nals with a view to individual or political advan- 
tage. Neither personal friendship nor party obliga- 
tion can justify any man for such failure in his duty 
as a servant to the public. 

The Grand Jury also handed up a new indict- 

ent against Commissioner Squire and Maurice 
B Flynn. The indictment was in general sub- 
stance a detailed repetition of the tirst indict- 
ment, with the exception that it dwelt more 
specifically upon the charges of conspiracy be- 
tween Squire, Flynn, and Thompson. It con- 
tained 22 separate counts and covered 66 pages 
of typewriter copy. Assistant District Attorney 
Nicoll said late yesterday afternoon that he was 
sure that the presentment of the Grand Jury in 
no way referred to the connection of District 

ttorney Martine with the Squire letter. Mr. 
Martine went to the country early in the after- 
noon. 
Seer Via 
CHARGES SENT TO ALBANY. 

So far as any action of Mayor Grace can 
accomplish the purpose, Rollin M. Squire stands 
removed from the office of Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works in this city. The removal papers were 
rent to Gov. Hill last evening through the medi- 
nm of William L. Turner, the Mayor’s private 
secretary, who started for Albany at 6 P. M. 
Along with these papers was sent a full steno- 
graphic report of the evidence taken upon the 
hearings before the Mayor so far as such testi- 
mony related to the charges upon which the re- 
moval was based. The removal, of course, is 
subject to the Governor’s approval. 

In his certificate of cause the Mayor bases the 
removal upon the charge known as charge third, 
relating to the evasion of the civil service regu- 
jations, and upon charges six and seven, based 
upon the notorious Squire-Flynn-Thumpson let- 
ter. In answer to a question as to why he had 
confined his statement of reasons for the re- 
moval to the matters set forth in these three 
charges the Mayor said: 

“As to the other charges there was either a 
failure of proof or contradictory evidence, and I 
fio not desire to do any injustice to Commis- 
sioner Squire, nor to base the removal upon any 
ground as to which the evidence before me 
raised the slightest doubt. No attempt was 
faade on the part of the accused Commissioner to 
contradict the allegations coutained in, and the 
testimony given, in support of the third charge 
relating to the evasion of the civil service law, so 
that that charge stood practically admitted 
before me. The testimony adduced before me in 
reference to the letter addressed to Maurice By 
Flyun was of such a character as to leave no pos- 
sible doubt in my mind that both of the charges 
based upon that letter were true and bad been 
sufficiently proved, and I preferred to assign 
only these three reasons for the removal. The 
irst chai ge, relating to the mutilation of rec- 
ords, was explained hy the testimony in a way 
which, while it did not convince me that the 
mutilation was a proper act, yet deprived the 
eharge of much of its force. As to the second 
charge, the evidence left some doubt as to 
whether or not Commissioner Squire ever 
actually read the letter of the Chief Engineer 
ralling his attention to the irregularities in the 
pay rolls. As to the charge relating to the em- 
oloyment of Pollard, the testimony left it in 
doubt whether Commissioner Squire knew of 
nll the facts concerning him at the time of his 
appointment. The counsel for the Commission- 
ers of Accounts elected not to offer any testi- 
mony upon the charge growing out of the fail- 
ure to appoint an engineer to superintend the 
repavement of Fifth-avenue, feeling, as I under- 
stand from them, that they had already proved 
more than enough to warrant the removal of the 
Commissioner, and that it would prolong the 
hearing beyond reason to enter into the question 
of the manner in which this avenue has been re- 
paved.” 

The Mayor’s summary of the evidence taken 
before him and the certificate of removal are to 
the following effect:

m. The said Commissioners of Accountsalso ap- 
peared before me with their counsel. and I there- 
— proceeded to hear such testimony as was 
offered both by the Commissioners of Accounts, in 
support of the charges which they had preferred, and 
by the said Rollin M. Squire, in denial thereof. I 
caused the testimony taken and the proceedings had 
before me to be taken down, and I inclose a copy 
thereof herewith,marked schedule “C,” together wit 
copies of the material portions of such exhibits as 
were read in evidence betere me. From the testimony 
80 taken, and the evidence so produced before me, 

e convinced that the charge preferred by the

FIVE-CENT FARES ALL DAY. 


A REDUCTION ON OCT. 1 ON THE THIRD- 
AVENUE ELEVATED ROAD. 

Fares are to come down to 5 cents on the 
Third-avenue elevated road, a resolution to that 
effect having been adopted at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Manhattan Directors. The order will 
go into effect on Oct. 1. This action was fore- 
shadowed in April, when a similar reduction was 
ordered on the Second and Ninth avenue lines. 
It was then said semi-officially that if this vent- 
ure met expectations fares would probably be 
reduced on the other lines. No tigures could be 
obtained yesterday to show what increase of 
patronage the April reductions had brought, but 
what was said about it implied that the company 
had no reason to regret the change. As much 
might be supposed, it was hinted, from yester- 
day’s order. 

Manager Hain chose to treat the subject from 
a philanthropist’s standpoint. He rubbed his 
hands and laughed and said the Directors of the 
company—he did not except Cyrus W. Field, Jay 
Gould, and Russell Sage—were public benefac- 
tors who had been moved to this step purely out 
of love for their kind. When asked if this was 
the precursor of a similar change on the &ixth- 
avenue line he replied that such things had to 
come slowly. He said the company didn’t ex- 
pect to have to get new cars, as it had plenty. It 
would be necessary to shorten the intervals be- 
tween trains, which would amount practically 
to giving commission hour service allday. The 
fares would be 5 cents at all times. ‘“ It may be 
said about the order,” Mr. Hain concluded, * that 
it is the long-looked-for come at last.” 

It bas been suggested that travel might be ex- 
pedited and passengers saved much annoyance 
and delay if tickets were sold in bunches at the 
five-cent stations. There will doubtless be a 
large increase of elevated road travel, with the 
windows of the ticket sellers often besieged by 
crowds of people. This could be in great meas- 
ure avoided, it is thought, if the} pomeeay. would 
sell 20 tickets ina bunch for $1, which would 
enable their holders to pass at once to the stat- 
ion platforms and ayoid the vexation and delay 
to be expected otherwise at the windows of the 
ticket sellers. 

Henry Hart, of the Third-avenue road, spoke 
critically last night of Cyrus W. Field in con- 
nection with the proposed five-cent_ fares on 
the elevated road. Je said that Mr. Field 
was not at all sympathetic; that, not sat- 
isfied with having taken in an _ extra 
$250,000 during the Third-avenue strike— 
which was a pee way, Mr. Hart thought, 
of expressing his sympathy with the distressed 
company—he now meant to gobble everthing. 
Mr. Hart could see no other purpose in yester- 
day’s order by the Manhattan Directors. He 
wouldn’t¢believe the ‘“up-stairs” people, as 
he called Mr. Field and_ his associates, 
would find all the nickels dropping into 
their ticket offices. People going long 
distances might prefer elevated travel, but for 
short distances the surface cars would become 
more popular rather than less so, especially as 
the reduced elevated fares would uttract the 
rabble. There would still be room, in his opin- 
ion, for both surface and elevated travel. Until 
the contrary was proved the Third-Avenue Com- 
pany would certainly do nothing toward re- 
ducing fares. 





MRS. LANDGRAF’S OLD BAKERY. 

After Mrs. Landgraf found she could not 
stand out against the boycotters of her bakery, 
at No. 157 Second-street, she gave the shop over 
to her son-in-law, Otto Léschner, who has since 
tried to make a living at the business. He came 
there four weeks ago, and at first could get no 
baker to help him when he needed assistance. 
The Journeymen Bakers’ Union said that as long 


as Mrs. Landgrat was in the house no union 
baker could come to the shop. Mrs. Landgraf 
moved to No. 202 East One Hundred and Ninth- 
street, where she opened a little store, selling 
butter and eggs and country produce. Léschner 
theu proved to the union that he was the sole 
owner of the Second-street shop, and he can now 
have a baker. He does some business. The 
first week he took in $17 for cakes and bread, 
and the business has increased, though he has 
little outside delivery business. The boycort is 
being forgotten in the district. Mrs. Landgraf is 
doing poorly and does not make her business 
pay. She intends moving down to Fifty-ninth- 
street and Second-avenue soon, when she Bepes 


to do better.

LED ON AN AIMLESS PATH BY 
. FORTUNE TELLERS. 

THE STORY OF A WEAK WOMAN WHO 
WANTS A LAWYER TO PROSECUTE 
HER INVISIBLE FOES. 

The wretched and maddening road along 
which the multitude of spiritualistic sharks and 
fortune telling ‘‘ fakirs” in this city hurry their 
credulous dupes was revealed anew by an ad- 
vertisement which appeared in a morning paper 
yesterday: 

A SMART, TRUSTWORTHY LAWYER, WHO 

is willing to take a case against a fortune teller, 
will be engaged by a person who has been perse- 
cuted for the last seven years; only those who know 
of fortune telling need apply; if successful will be 

well paid. Answer in person. H. E. HOLMES, 8 

Rector-st. 

Mrs. Jane Holmes, who inserted the adver- 
tisement, is a short, slender woman of about 45 
years. Light hair is brushed back from a brow 
wrinkled with worriment, and her pale blue 
eyes have the abstracted and uncanny look of 
an unbalanced mind. She was born in Limerick, 
Ireland, and married H. E. Holmes in this city 
about 25 years ago, a boy and a girl being the 
fruit of the union. About 15 years ago they 
separated and she lost all trace of him. The Bu- 


reau of Vital Statistics, however, shows that he 
died Aug. 1, 1886, of pneumonia, at No. 18 
Spring-street. Since then Mrs. Holmes has taken 
charge of the offices of Grant & Co., in the 
Oriental Building, No. 41 Wall-street, but within 
the last two years the fortune tellers have 
drained her slender purse and yp corey her 
»00r brain, until, in a climax of despair, she 
as called for a lawyer to fathom the mysteries 
that have been put beyond her comprehension. 

Lawyers in great uumbers besieged her modest 
rooms yesterday. Some appeared from curiosity, 
others were ‘‘ shysters,” who wanted money be- 
fore they would touch the case, and others heard 
her story and went away tapping their foreheads. 
She insisted that her lawyer must have a thor- 
ough knowledge of and faith in Spiritualism in 
order to defeat the evil spirits who were com- 
passing her ruin. To a TiMgs reporter she told 
the following tale in a dreamy, confused way, 
while all the time she endeavored to impress 
upon him her shrewdness and capacity: 

“T didn’t know my husband was dead until 
about four years ago, when, being a right shar 
dreamer, I dreamed that he was dead and ha 
left money. But I didn’t do anything until two 
years ago, when friends told me about a card 
cutter in South-street who told wonderful things. 
An old lady had given her son a gold watch, a 
family heirloom, and he toid her it had been 
stolen. She went tothis woman, and she told 
her that the watch was not stolen, but that the 
boy had got in trouble and pawned it, and that 
it would take $75 to get it back, and it was so. 
I went to her. She cut the cards for me and said: 
‘Isee money. Ten thousand dollars. I see a dark 
Iman around you a great deal. Beware of him. 
He is intimate with a dark woman, and they are 
working to keep your money from you.’ ” 

This dark man Mrs. Holmes identified as a cer- 
tain man whom she had known for 15 years, but 
whose manner seemed suddenly to change. She 
went frequently to the card cutter at 25 cents a 
visit, and the crowd was so great that she often 
had to wait from 9 in the morning until 2 in the 
afternoon before she could get an audience. 
Other fortune tellers urged her on, pointing out 
this ‘‘ dark man” as the person who was keeping 
money from her. One day aman, probably from 
one of the fortune tellers, came to her and 
offered to settle for $2,000. She _ refused 
and became more and more convinced that there 
was a large sum waiting for her, and that all 
sorts of undermining and villainy was in opera- 
tion against her.

THE UNITED OIGARMAKERS. 

The difficulty between the striking cigar- 
makers and the tirm of Brussel & Co., which re- 
fused to discharge those of its workmen who 
were Knights of Labor, and suggested that they 
be admitted to the International Union, has 


been satisfactorily settled as suggested. The 
Special Convention of the Cigarmakers’ Progress- 
ive Union that lately recommended that it join 
the Internationals, has submitted to the local 
unions the agreement under which the con- 
solidation will be effected. The agreement pro- 
vides that the International Union shall give 
separate charters to all the Progressive local 
unions, if so desired, except to those at @Meve- 
land, Syracuse, St. Louis, and Hamilton. which 
will be merged into the International unions of 
those cities. 

All who were members of the Progressive 
Union before July 26 shall be entitled to the 
same privileges and benefits in the International 
which they enjoyed in their own union, without 
payment of any initiation fee. All the funds of 
the Progressive Union shall be considered its 
general fund, and all fines that have been im- 
posed by the International Union upon persons 
who joined the Progressive Union shall be re- 
mitted. All persons who owe traveling loans to 
the Progressive Union and those who defrauded 
it out of money will be liable to the International 
Union. The consolidation of the two organiza- 
tions will take effect Sept. 10.

FLOOD ADMITTED TO BAIL. 


A NEW CHARGE OF ASSAULT AND BAT- 
TERY MADE BY ROSIE CRESCI. 


It was expected that the facts in the case 
of Rosie Cresci against Policeman Flood wouid 
be unearthed before Justice Duffy yesterday. 
Justice Duffy was evidently anxious to get at 
the case. It was nearly 10 o’clock when the 
Justice called Capt. McCullagh to his desk and 
asked if the defendant, Flood, was in court. 
Flood was in consultation with his counsel, and 
a messenger was sent for him. He was soon in 
court, dressed in a suit of plain dark clothes, 
with nothing suggestive of a police officer about 
him. 

His counsel, Lawyer Price, stepped up to the 
clerk and asked if he could be accommodated 
with a copy of the Criminal Code. He received 


the book and at once delved into it with a deter- 
mined air. 

** Rosie Cresci, Eliza Logomarsini, and Edward 
F, Flood come forward,” called Justice Duffy. 
‘* Miss Cresci, place your hand on the Bible and 
be sworn.” 

Lawyer Price was still diligently turning the 
leaves of the book. 

‘You came here,” said Justice Duffy, address- 
ing Rosie, ‘‘ some time ago—” 

‘*May it please your Honor, I have a motion 
to make,” interrupted Lawyer Price, making a 
dog’s ear in the Code. 

“T will hear it just as soon as I finish my sen- 
tence,” calmly replied Justice Duffy; [turning 
to Rosie] ‘‘ and charged Officer Flood with seiz- 
ing you wf the wrist, slapping you, and using 
violent and indecent language toward you—” 

“Now, your Honor,” cried Lawyer Price, 
growing very red in the face, “ I must insist on 
making my motion. Will your Honor please 
read section 202 of the Criminal Code ?” 

* Yes,” suid Justice Duffy sadly, “ I know what 
section 203 is, and if you insist on your right, 
counselor, I have nothing to say, but I would 
prefer the case to be tried: in open court.” 

“Tdo insist upon my right,’ shouted Lawyer 
Price, and a smile of triumph passed over his 
face as he glared at the Judge and then at the 
reporters. Section 203 relates to private exam- 
inations at the request of the defendant, and 
Justice Duffy, in solemn silence, headed the little 
procession which wended its way to a small pri- 
vate room in the rear of the large court room. 

What took place there occupied only a few 
minutes. Lawyer Price had some hot words to 
say about the case, and moved that it be tried 
before some other police magistrate on the 
ground that Justice Duffy was prejudiced. 
Justice Duffy overruled this objection and then 
withdrew the charge of disorderly conduct pre- 
ferred against Policeman Flood by Rosie Cresci 
and substituted one of assault and battery, as 
ustitied by MRosie’s evidence. Lawyer ‘ice 

ad some more flery sentences about the new 

charges, but they availed him little. Rosie 
Iseler, Victoria Persella, Mary Cevaganary, and 
Augusta Rigettaeltto, were sworn as new wit- 
nesses. Then Justice Duffy fixed Flood’s bail 
at $600. The case was adjourned until Saturday 
afternoon to allow counsel for the defense to 
prepare to meet the new charges, and the 
yarties emerged into open court again, where 

ichael Moloughney, a grocer, of No. 641 Hud- 
son-street, became Flood’s bondsman. 

According to the records of the Police Depart- 
ment Flood was appointed on Oct. 22,1883, 
since which time four complaints have been 
made against him. The first one was made on 
Dec, 28, 1883, a little over two months after his 
appointment, and was for not properly patrolling 
his post. This complaint was dismissed. On 
April 14, 1885, he was charged with having 
been absent from his post, and for this he was 
fined one day’s pay. On Sept. 4, 1885, 
he was complained of for sitting down on 
post, and was fined one day’s pay. The 
next complaint was on Feb. 19, 1886, 
and was for being absent from post and 
in a liquor store, A fine of two day® pay was 
imposed for this offense. More recently a lady 
complained at the Elizabeth-street police station 
that she had been insulted in the street b 
Flood. She was asked to go to Police Head- 
quarters and make her complaint to the Superin- 
tendent, but she refused, as she wished to avoid 
publicity, and therefore the matter was allowed 
to ot fa The complaint against the officer will 
be called for trial before the Police Commission- 
ers this morning. 


VICTIM OF A BOYISH PRANK. 


TRYING TO RUN AN ELEVATOR AND 
CRUSHED TO DEATH. 

A diminutive, flaxen-haired, blue-eyed 
boy has been employed in Delmonico’s down- 
town restaurant, No. 34 Broadway, for a few 
weeks to carry fluid refreshments from the bar 
to customers in various parts of the establish- 
ment, and his boyish antics had frequently got- 
ten him into trouble with the manager. He was 
Emil Mutti, 13 years old, and the son of one of 
the cooks. He had a mania for mechanics and it 
was his especial delight to run the freight ele- 
vatorinthe rear. Stephen Bovery, the elevator 


man, warned him away two or three times, but 
the boy persisted in coming back. Several times 
he came Very near being killed by trying to get 
onthe moving elevator. Yesterday afternoon 
Emil was wandering around the basement when 
he suddenly discovered that the elevator was at 
rest at the bottom of the shaft and was woe A 
Without a moment’s hesitation the boy pushed 
back the protecting door, and entering the ele- 
vatorhe pulled the wire rope and started it 
upward. 

He enjoyed the trip immensely until he got to 
the third story, and there he tried vainly to stop 
the engine. Becoming scared as he passed the 
floor he tried to jump out, but as he did ao his 
little body was caught between the elevator 
platform and the fourth floor. The space be- 
tween them was barely sufficient for the free 
passage of the elevator and the poor little body 
was crushed out of all human semblance. The 
obstruction stopped the elevator, and the boy’s 
agonized cries attracted a ae of the em- 
p oyes. They tried to get the little fellow out, 

ut vainly, and as they worked his cries grew 
fainter and fainter until he was dead. The 
establishment’s carpenter came with his tools, 
and, cutting out a whole piece in the floor, ten- 
derly lifted up the poor, mangled body. The 
back part of the boy’s skull had been entirely 
torn away, his breast was crushed in, and the 
whole body was terribly bruised. It was taken 
to the Leonard-street station house, and from 
there to No. 217 Thompson-street, Mutti’s home, 
from where it will be buried. Nobody, appar- 
ently, but the boy himself was to blame. 





A BUSY TERM ENDED. 


The term of the General Sessions-Court, 
which was closed yesterday, was one of the 
busiest and best conducted in the history of the 
eourt. City Judge Rufus B. Cowing presided, 
and ex-City Judge Gunning S. Bedford, Assistant 
Districk Attorney, appeared for the people. Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine yesterday congratulated 
ex-Judge Bedford upon his excellent work in dis- 


posing of 116 cases during the short term. There 
were 42 trials, and in these 31 of the prisoners 
were convicted. Only 6 of the 42 were acquit- 
ted. Five cases were abandoned. 

Ex-Judge Bedford said to a reporter of THE 
TIMES yesterday: ‘*‘The system in vogue at 
present entails a vast amount of unnecessary 
work upon the pert of the District Attorney. 
Many persons who should never have been ar- 
rested find themselves in prison and under in- 
dictment. The District Attorney has a great 
task in undertaking to pick the innocent from the 
guilty in placing cases on the calendars for trial. 
After indictment it is very often discovered 
that the prisoner named is guiltless of the 
charge against him. It. then becomes 
the duty of the District Attorney not to 
ask the court to try the prisoner. Mr. 
Martine closely follows every case. He is 
not bloodthirsty. Whenever he is satistied that 
an error bas been made in the arrest and indict- 
ment of a prisoner, he is not slow to announce 
his willingness to consent to his discharge. [ 
have had many years’ experience in this court, 
both as City Judge and as a prosecuting officer, 
and I have no hesitation in saying that the work 
is now done more expeditiously and fairly than 
ever before. 

“The whole system should be changed, and I 
hope to live to see a change which will make it 
less possible for an innocent man to be arraigned 
as a criminal.’
